GUAM, Sunday, March 11.—(UP)—(Via Navy Radio)— 
Fifteen square miles in the center of Tokyo’s industrial area 
has been reduced to “twisted, tumble-down rubble” sham- 
bles by vyesterday’s great B-29 incendiary raid, Maj. Gen. 
Curtis LeMay announced today after viewing reconnaissance 
photographs of the fire-wrecked metropolis.

OVER TOKYO, March 10.—(7) 
I not only saw Tokyo burning fu- 
riously in many sections but I 
sme! lied it. Huge clouds of smoke 
billowed hich above the city. 

he conflagration was so great 
that the bomb bay doors of this 
Superfortress, the underside of 
the fuselage and the gun blisters 
were blackened with soot. 

This bomber was one of more 
than 300 from Ameriean bases in 
the Marianas—forming the great- 
est fleet of Superfortresses ever 
put in the air—which gave the 
Japanese capital the hotfoot early 
today 

Our navigator didn’t have to 
give the pilot a bearing on Tokyo. 
Other bombers were ahead of us 
and 40 miles from the city we 
could see the reddish glow of 
fires already started. 


B-29s IN SINGLE FILE 

As soon as we reached the Jap- 
@nese mainland we saw scores of 
emaller fires, en route to Tokyo, 
and possibly set by the Japanese 
as diversionary ruses. 

The Superfortresses went in 
singly, a complete change from 
their previous formation tactics. 

Over the outskirts of Tokyo, 
eur plane tore through high, 
gomber clouds of smoke and fires. 
The smoke seemed inside the 
plane. It smelled like the interior 
ef a long-burnt building. 

Suddenly there was an opening 
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Seven large fires still burned 
in the devastated area at 1 p. m.

If the 300 or more B-29s that 
hit Tokyo Friday had unloaded 
their incendiaries over Atlanta, 
nearly one-half of the city would 
have been destroyed. Atlanta 
has an area of 34.70 square miles, 
while Army photos reveal that 
15 square miles of Tokyo were 
turned into -harred ruins by the 
incendiary raid.

TARGET DESTROYED 


Gen. LeMay, commanding gen- 
eral of the 2ist Bomber Command 
which sent more than 300 Super- 
fortresses from three Marianas 
islands on yesterday’s record 
strike, said today: 

“The target attacked is now en- 
tirely burned. This fire left 
nothing but twisted, tumble-down 
rubble in its path. These facts 
are incontrovertibly established 
by reconnaissance photographs 
taken on the afternoon of the 
strike.” 

LeMay said the area was to- 
tally destroyed and clearly iden- 
tifiable. 

“It covers a total of 422,500,000 
square feet, which is approxi- 
mately 9,700 acres or 15 square 
miles.”

Others 
threw buckets of gasoline and 
torches into the first of three 50- 
man trenches in the prison com- 
pound. The occupants not killed 
ran from the entrances screaming 
end burning from head to foot. 
They were machinegunned as they 
ran.

Bogue, Marine Cpl. Glenn W. Mc- 
Dole and Navy Chief Radioman 
Fern J. Barta—made a wild dash 


to safety. 
ONLY SIX SURVIVE 

Only six others are believed to) 
have survived. 

Explanation of the mass murder, 
according to the three men, is that 
the camp commandant at Puerto 
Princesa received a report that an 
American convoy was heading for 
Palawan to launch an invasion and 
did not wish his captives to fall 
into their countrymen’s hands. 
(Actually the convoy was on its 
way to Mindoro.) 

The dynamited, flame-blacken- 
ed ruins of the shelters were 
found when invading Yanks cap- 
tured Puerto Princesa on Feb, 28.

In a new invasion of Danzig ter- 
ritory across the Nogat river from 


East Prussia the Russians drove| & 


to within 17 miles of the former 
free city. Other columns were 12 
miles from their goal on the south, 
within 10 miles on the southwest, 
and 15 on the west. Soviet planes 
began attacking the city and port 
installations. 

A late German broadcast said 
the Russians had captured the 
northern half, or new city district, 
of Kuestrin, last big bridgehead 
held by the Germans on the east 
bank of the central Oder. Then 
the Russians fought their way 
across the Warthe river into the 
older section of the town on the 
south side. 


STREET BATTLES RAGE 


“Murderous battles are raging 
for every single house and every 
single floor of every house,” the 
enemy broadcast said.

Akimov warned, however, that 
German defenses around Danzig 
were strong and that thousands of 
Nazis, some of whom escaped from 
East Prussia, were entrenched 
there. 

Crossing the Nogat river boun- 
dary from East Prussia in a new 
offensive, the Russians invaded 
Danzig territory on a wide front, 
capturing 10 localities, including 
Tiegenhof, 17 miles southeast of 
Danzig city.

Cooler heads among the civic 
leaders, however, prevailed at the 
last moment in favot of-the more 
democratic method of “writing 
their congressman.” 

STARTED BALL ROLLING 

But that strange scene, resolved 
into an Army investigation at the 
request of the senate Military Af- 
fairs Committee, proved to be the 
dramatic incident necessary to 
draw national attention to the 
treatment of German war pris- 
oners in this country. 

The investigation has been com- 
pleted. It shows clearly that the 
incident which so infuriated the 
Chandler citizens was a prank of 
the German prisoners of war, the 
War Department states. The cit- 
izens, by their indignant attitude, 
played into the hands of the Ger- 
mans and made their prank a suc- 
cess beyond the Germans’ fond- 
est dreams. 

“Citizens should remember,” a 
War Department spokesman as-

The Americans across the Rhine 
at Remagen made their advances 
yesterday—deepening and length- 
ening their already powerful 
bridgehead—against the desperate 
opposition of enemy armor and 
infantry rushed there in a frantic 
effort to prevent the U. S. First 
Army forces from rolling up the 
entire German Rhine line from 
the rear. 

On the basis of Associated Press 
front dispatches from Remagen 
early today, the Americans are 
punching inland and along the 
river. The Germans, beset by bat- 
tered communications and low- 
ered morale, have not yet brought 
sufficient strength into the bridge- 
head area to halt the attackers. 


QUITTING SOUTH HOLLAND? 

A dispatch from the U. S. Ninth 
Army front said that a spearhead 
regiment of the 35th Infantry Di- 
vision had cut off the last remain- 
ing escape route from the Wesel 
pocket late last night and had 
reached the approaches of a rail- 
road bridge which reportedly was 
blown out. 

From the Netherlands front 
came reports by reconnaissance 
pilots of extensive eastward move- 
ments of German troops north of 
the Waal Rhine. This may indi- 
cate that in the face of heavy re- 
verses and possible naval attacks 
on the Dutch coast, the Germans 
have decided to abandon all of 
Holland south of the Zuider Zee 
in order to fall back on the Ijssel 
river and a better defensive posi- 
tion. 

Such a withdrawal would mean 
the abandonment by the enemy of 
Holland’s main cities of Amster- 
dam, Rotterdam, the Hague and 
Utrecht. 

The Americans are striking out 
for the commanding hills some 
six miles east of the Remagen 
crossing as both sides mass men 
and. tanks for the crucial battle 
at Germany’s inner threshhold.

ENLARGE BRIDGEHEAD 

According to German reports

Bazookas, Jeeps Now Lay 
Telephone Wires on Fronts 


Bazookas, jeeps, rifle grenades, as well as airplanes are being 
used to lay telephone wires on the battle fronts and thus cheat “no- 
man’s land” of one of its terrors—lack of communications. 


The story of the new methods 
of setting up communications 
came from Army officials here 
yesterday, after a story from War- 
ner Robins Field, Ga., earlier had 
told of airplane use for the same 
purpose. 

The new devices, which speed 
up the wire-laying process and 
eliminate the need of reels, were 
developed by the Signal Corps and 
are now in production after satis- 
factory tests at the Signal Corps 
Ground Signal Agency at Bradley 
Beach, N. J., the report revealed. 
Officials added that communica- 
tion can be maintained while the 
wire is being paid out. 

SAVER IN LIVES 

These methods, which will save 
countless lives in combat areas, 

rill permit troops to connect with 
advance patrols or strongpoints in 
“no man’s land” by paying out the 
wire by bazooka or rifle grenade. 
Communications can be laid man- 
ually by mountain, ski or ground 
troops without the use of reels or 
auxiliary equipment. Another ad- 
vantage of the devices is silent 
operation, the Signal Corps point- 
ed out. 

- The wire dispenser developed by 
the Signal Corps is about one foot 
in diameter and six inches long, 
and contains about 3,300 feet of 
assault wire. Weighing approxi- 
mately 25 pounds, it can be mount- 
ed on an infantry packboard and 
carried by a shoulder strap or by 
hand, officials said. Two or more 
wire dispensers may be connected 
in tandem when it is necessary to 
lay more than one coil of wire 
without stopping to make a splice. 

Jeeps and other Army vehicles 
also can handle wire-laying with 
greater speed, due to the perfec- 
tion of the devices, it was pointed 
out. 

Wire may be laid by airplane 
over mountain peaks, deep valleys 
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or dense forests and jungles, 
where it can be laid over the tops 
of trees or undergrowths. Eight 
dispensers can be carried in a 
container especially designed for 
use by the Army Air Forces, mak- 
ing it possible for planes to lay a 
continuous five-mile circuit. Two 
such containers are mounted on 
each plane, one under each wing, 
to balance the plane and to lay 
es circuits at once, the report 
said. 


To insur@¢ maximum effective- 
ness, speed and mobility, the Sig- 
nal Corps developed a wire coil 
that could be paid out at speeds as 
high as 110 miles an hour without 
the use of reels. 


Austria Invasion 
Hinted Near on 


/th Nazi Birthday 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—(). 
Acting Secretary of State Grew 
hinted today that the beginning 
of the liberation of Austria may 
be very near. He issued an appeal 
for the people of that Nazi-con- 
quered country to join in the cam- 
paign for their own freedom, 

The appeal was in a statement 
which Grew issued on the anni- 
versary of the beginning of Hit- 
ler’s “conquest of Europe” with the 
— of Austria on March 11, 
1938. 


Grew cited the Big Three dec- 
laration at Moscow in November, 
1943, in which Austria was told 
that she had a responsibility to 
join in the fight against Hitler’s 
Germany and “that in the final 
settlement account will inevitably 
be taken of her own contribution 
to her liberation.” 


“It is the sincere desire of this 
government to see re-established a 
free and independent Austria,” 
Grew declared today, “in which 
the Austrian people themselves 
can guide their own destiny in 
harmony with the other peoples of 
the world seeking peace, security 
and well-being.” 


120-Carat Diamond 


LONDON, March 10.—(4)—The 
largest diamond ever discovered 
in East Africa was found recently 
in the Shinyanga district of Tan- 
ganyika, the colonial office said 
today. It weighs about 120 carats, 
and is valued at $60,000 in its 
raw state.

Fires were raging in several 
multi-block areas and creating al- 
most daylight conditions. in addi- 
tion, there were hundreds of 
blazes throughout the waterfront 
area, most densely populated sec- 
tion in the world. 


“PATCHES” BOUNCES 

Another indication of the con- 
flagration’s intensity was the tur- 
bulent air conditions we encoun- 
tered over the target. Our plane— 
named “Patches” and bearing a 
seminude painting on its nose 
struck down and up drafts and 
bounced 2,000 feet in split seconds. 
Crewmen were tossed from their 
seats. Several struck their heads 
violently against the top of the 
plane. They were protected from 
injury by flak helmets. 

Maj. Walter F. Todd, of Ogden, 
Utah, operations officer and com- 
mand pilot, said he thought we 
were hit by flak but speedy ex- 
amination proved everything was 
operating satisfactorily.

MASSACRE A SURPRISE 

No inkling of their awful plan 
was given by the Japs Dec. 14 
as they marched the prisoners off 
to the day’s work on the air strip.

Hands are 
working more—because of the 
maid and general servant short- 
age. They’re used more—»Secause 
of less luxurious living. And noth- 
ing develops hands (in size) and 
undevelops them (in beauty) like 
use. : 

Jewelers report a half-size in- 
crease in rings. Formerly, five 
and one-half was the most com- 
mon gize. Now the number has 
moved to six. A few ring-sellers 
gay the rise is inappreciable, but 
the majority cites it as a definite 
wartime change. Wedding rings, 
worn through long spans of peace- 
time living, are being erflarged.

Neither 
do they laugh at the idea. 

They already have “turbo-jet” 
power plants capable of pushing 
aircraft at speetis in the 600-700 
miles an hour range. The limita- 
tions are in the airplane rather 
than the engine. In fact, one type 
of engine called the athodyod (a 
contraction of “aero-thermo- dy- 
namic duct’) begins to attain effi- 
ciency at speeds above 1,000 miles 
an hour. Its own speed com- 
presses air in the combustion 
chamber. 

The current outlook for aircraft 
power advances appears to lie in 
some combination of two or more 
types, since each is superior with- 
in certain limits of speed and al- 
titude. 

Engineers are considering a 
combination of piston engines, 
which require a propeller, and the 
turbo-jet propulsion engines, 
which lately are coming into serv- 
ice in combat aircraft. They also 
are developing, if not secretly 
using, gas turbine engines which 
exert thrust both through a pro- 
peller and jet propulsion. 

Along with those, the combina- 
tions may include rocket propul- 
Sion (this already is in use on 
military planes to assist takeoffs), 
the athodyd or continuous firing 
engine and the “buzz” or inter- 
mittent firing type used in Ger- 
man V-l robot bombs and now 
being produced in this country. 

Considerable thought is being 
given also to the application of 
gas turbines solely to propeller 
aircraft, although research people 
are reluctant fo discuss that work. 

The most recently disclosed jet 
propulsion warplane is the Lock- 
heed P-80 Shooting Star, an- 
nounced last week by the Army 
air forces as the fastest plane in 
the skies. This implies that its 
top speed is in the neighborhood 
of 600 miles an hour. This plane 
has an American design turbo-jet 
developed by General Electric. The 
P-80 engine is described as more 
powerful than any piston-type air~- 
craft engine, although no figure 
is given. 

Many companies in the United 
States as well as in Great Brit- 
Germany and Japan are 
working at top speed on jet pro- 
pulsion. Since the initiative arises 
from military demand, little is 
said of specific projects. 

Westinghouse Electric & Man- 
ufacturing Company recently dis- 
closed that it had completed the 
first All-American jet engine de- 
sign, which will produce more 
thrust for its weight than any 
other engine known. 

Westinghouse engineers have set 
out some general views, and G, 
Geoffrey Smith, widely known 
British expert, has expanded his 
earlier views in a new edition of 
“Gas Turbines and Jet Propulsion 
for Aircraft,” published by Aero- 
sphere, Inc., New York. 

From those sources and conver- 
sations with engineers it is pos- 
sible to get a broad picture of the 
future of flying power.

But Experts Don't Laugh at Idea 


aircraft design berore full advan- 
tage can be taken of the tremen- 
dous forces available in jet en- 
gines. How fast it progresses de- 
pends largely upon military ex- 
pediency and the demand for 
commercial transports which will 
fly more than 500 miles an hour 
at very great altitudes. 


The latter demand may not de- 
velop any great momentum im- 
mediately. The greatest volume 
of business is still in relatively 
short ranges, and the current in- 
terest in air transport revolves 
around low operating costs for 
distances of 100 to 1,100 miles or 
more, 

MARKET FOR PLANES 


There is a market for fast, long- 
range planes, such as the Boeing 
Stratocruiser and the Locxheed 
Constellation, and 'arger ones are 
being built by several companies. 


Jet propulsion may not fit into 
the picture of these behemoths 
immediately, but the gas turbine 
engine geared to a propeller may 
be the answer to pleas for less 
weight in power plants. 

There are many problems in- 
volved. Gearing, for example, is 
certain to be troublesome. The 
turbine turns at speeds as high 
as 30,000 revolutions a minute, 
although in some larger designs 
it is less than half that. Pro- 
pellers turn much more slowly, 
since their tips must be kept at 
as low speed as possible. 


Size of propellers already is a 
problem in reciprocating (piston) 
engines. Some engineers believe 
that the power of piston engines 
may never be raised above 3,500 
or 4,000 horsepower because of 
the difficulty in making use of 
that power through a propeller 
at high altitudes. Thinking in 
jet propulsion goes far beyond 
that, perhaps four times as high, 
‘ power for a single engine. 

That is why some engineers be- 
lieve that a combination of jet 
and propeller—one to get off the 
ground and the other for cruising 
—may develop in the future.

HOPE FOR CONTROL 


Prospects are said to be good, 
that, if the division keeps vigilant- 
ly on the job, the disease can be 
controlled if not practically wiped 
out in Atlanta. 


Armstrong warned that there 
must be no cessation of the long 
range program if creditable re- 
sults are to be expected and the 
present .fine showing maintained. 

In 1942 Atlanta was branded 
as one of the worst venereal dis- 
ease infected cities of its popula- 
tion class in the country, and the 
city government joined the city 
health department and state and 
federal agencies in a move to re- 
pair the city’s reputation. 


HEALTH FIGURES 


The following statistics are held 
to justify the money expended to 
remedy this situation: 


Syphilis reported in 1941—5,613 
cases; in 1942, 3,919; in 1943, 4,481, 
and in 1944, 2,595. 

Gonorrhea in 1942, 757 cases; in 
1943, 959; and in 1944, 2,097. 

Primary (early stage or new) 
syphilis cases, 532 in 1941; 466 in 
1942, 467 in 1943, and 290 in 1944. 
The decrease for 1944 from 1943 is 
49 per cent. 

Hackney and Armstrong are 
especially proud of Atlanta’s rec- 
ord, especially in view of an arti- 
cle by Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, in which Dr. 
Fishbein warns that despite new 
and improved treatments, social 
diseases are on the increase 
throughout the country, especially 
among adolescents. 

DR, FISHBEIN COMMENTS 

Dr. Fishbein’s story, entitled 

“Those Quick Venereal Cures,” is

He characterizes as -“éxciting 


news” that penicillin is helpful in 
curing syphilis, and asserts “the 
impression gained headway that 
the curse attending sexual promis- 
cuity had been licked.” 

He ended his story with a warn- 
ing that there is “no royal road 
to health,” and a statement that 
“sulfanilomides and penicillin 
should make it possible to reduce 
these diseases (syphilis and gon- 
orrhea) or stamp them out entire- 
ly within the next 25 years.” 

Dr. Armstrong said the city 
health department is now using 
approximately 20 million units of 
penicillin and 20 thousand sulfa 
tablets monthly in the fight to 
stamp out the inroads of the dis- 
eases. He said that no present 
method of segregating old rec- 
ords as to age groups has been de- 
vised, but that in the future it will 
be possible to obtain such informa- 
tion readily since present forms 
are being modernized. 

“We are on the right track, we 


think, and while we don’t want 


to become too enthusiastic, we be- 


lieve that with modern discoveries 
|and pertinacity we can do a real 
job of controlling social diseases 
in Atlanta,” Armstrong said. “We

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PEACE CORNERSTONE CRACKED? 


Anglo-Russian Clash 
Of Ideas Dangerous

WASHINGTON, March 10.—(4)—Some of the American archi- 
tects of the peace are beginning to worry about freedom of news 


among the nations. 

They are convinced that failure 
to obtain a full exchange of infor- 
mation and ideas among the coun- 
tries of the world after this war 
would create a near fatal weakness 
in the safeguards of peace. 
HUSH-HUSH POLICY 

More specifically, although 
American leaders are loath to dis- 
cuss it from this point of view, 
the problem is primarily one be- 
tween the English speaking coun- 
tries on one hand and Russia and 
the area of Russian domination on 
the other. 

Even today, some areas of the 
Balkans are only beginning to 
open up to the normal processes 
of reporting and some remain 
tightly sealed in secrecy. 

At the moment this is explained 
on the basis of military security. 
But in the world of tomorrow— 


School Census 
Is Readied With 
1,400 Teachers 


Miss Ira Jarrell, city school su- 


perintendent, and other adminis- 


trative officers of the Atlanta 
school system, will lead the 1,400 
teachers into the field this week

_ cational census, required every 
five vears by state law. 

The city school superintendent 
has insisted that she and others 
of the administrative staff be as- 
signed tracts just as are the 
teachers. 

More than 100,000 calls must be 
made in Atlanta before May 15, 
the time the census program closes 
locally. 

Every family must be visited 
and every one must be recorded. 
The 40-question form must be 
filled out completely, giving a pic- 
ture of the occupants of every 
house in the city limits, 

In former years professional 
census takers were engaged for 
. the work, but manpower shortages 
have forced the state educational 
department to ask the various 
school systems to conduct their 
own census, and that after school 

hours. , 
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the world of internationally organ- 
ized security—if information gath- 
erers are excluded anywhere the 
peoples and governments of the 
outside world may well assume 
that it is because events can not 
bear publicity. 

Even more fundamental, pos- 
sibly, are basic differences in the 
Russian and Anglo-American think- 
ing, processes. 

People in both groups use the 
same kind of words—democracy, 
freedom, justice, the will of the 
people. The Russians understand 
them to mean one thing. The 
Anglo-Americans understand them 
to mean another. 

FREE EXCHANGE? 

These are among the reasons 
why the issue of free exchange of 
information is expected to be 
raised at the San Francisco confer- 
ence of United Nations beginning 
April 25. 

The whole problem fits into a 
pattern which in its main outlines 
is somewhat as follows: 

1. The Big Three Crimea meet- 
ing provided the basis for co-opera- 
tion among the world’s principal 
military powers, the Soviet Union, 
the United States and Great 
Britain. This was absolutely 
necessary, in the opinion of the 
American leaders, because unless 
the Big Three can work together 
no general world organization can 
be expected to last. 

2. The world security confer- 
ence at San Francisco is expected 
to develop the machinery through 
which the world’s great and small 
nations can work together in har- 
mony. It is supposed to give the 
small countries a voice in world 
affairs, to place some sort of check 
on the great powers and to direct 
their resources and energies into 
peace-preserving channels. 

3. There remains one great prob- 
lem. That is how to establish ef- 
fective relations among the peo- 
ples of the world. One idea some- 
times heard at the State Depart- 
ment is that the development of 
the telephone, telegraph and radio 
have completely revolutionized for- 
eign affairs. . 

This is interpreted to mean that 
after this war, as never before, 
it will be necessary to have for- 
eign relations among peoples as 
well as among governments. 

From the = strictly American 
point of view, another interpreta- 
tion is made. That is that the 
United States government, having 
now embarked on a policy of ac- 
tive participation in world affairs, 
must make the most enormous ef- 
fort to keep the American people 
informed of what is going on in 
the world. 

Otherwise, in guiding its diplom- 
acy to meet emergencies, the gov- 
ernment will lack the support of 
the public. Its policies will be 
weak in relation to those of some 
other countries, such as Russia, 
where affairs can be manipulated 
with the smoothness of one-man 
control.

In fact, State Department offi- 
cials are worried about how lit- 
tle even Americans know of the 
plan. 

An educational campaign is be- 
ing intensified in an effort to 
teach the world the true meaning 
of Dumbarton Oaks, the prin- 
ciples of which the April San 
Francisco conference is to at- 
tempt to put into effect. | 

Secretary of State Stettinius | 
himself has turned part-time au-| 
thor (of a magazine article) and’ 
actor (in a documentary film) to | 
put across the idea. He assigned | 
his entire corps of assistant sec-| 
retaries to a day with the na-| 
tion’s platform lecturers. Usually | 
shy diplomats have grasped mi- | 
crophones at the slighest provo- | 
cation. 


PAMPHLET PUBLISHED 


The State Department has pub- 
lished a pamphlet containing the 
complete text of the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan and an eleborate chart 
showing the relationships of the 
agencies proposed to carry it out. 

What all this is intended to 
convey is that Dumbarton Oaks 
is a plan for international or- 
ganization to maintain peace and 
security. 

In reality, Dumbarton Oaks is a 
red-brick mansion on an estate in 
the Georgetown section of Wash- 
ington, the property of Harvard 
University. . 

It was used as the scene of a. 
conference of representatives of 
the United States, United King- 
dom and the Soviet Union from 
Aug. 21 to Sept. 28; and of rep- 
resentatives of the United: States, 
United Kingdom and China from 
Sept. 29 to Oct. 7, 1944. 

Out of those conversations came 
the “Dumbarton Oaks proposals 
for the establishment of a general 
international organization.” 


COMPLETED AT YALTA 

The proposals were completed 
during the Crimea conference of 
President Roovevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Marshal Stalin 
in February, when agreement was 
reached on the controversial ques- 
tion of. voting procedure in the 
p posed security council. 

The San Francisco conference 
was called for April 25 to draft a 
formal charter for a United Na- 
tions organization on the basis 
proposed informally at Dumbar- 
ton Oaks. Each nation must then 
ratify the charter in accordance 
with its own constitutional pro- 
cedure. 

The proposals on which the San 
Francisco debate will be based 
are contained in 12 simply-word- 
ed chapters, hardly confusing if 
one takes the trouble to read them 
—a trouble which has been the 
principal obstacle to general un- 
derstanding of Dumbarton Oaks. 
THE OAKS PLAN 

The plan starts plainly: “There 
should be established an interna- 


of the United Nations, the char- 
ter of which should contain pro- 
visions necessary to give effect to 


the proposals which follow.” 

The chapters, in abbreviated 
form, follow: 

1. Purposes to maintain peace, 
to provide collective measures to 
prevent or remove threats to peace 
and suppress aggression, and to 
bring peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes. 

2. Principles—Soveriegn equal- 
ity of peace-loving states, each 
member undertaking to fulfill its 


obligations under the charter. 

3. Membership—Open to all 
peace-loving states. 

4. Principal Organs — General 
assembly, security council, inter- 
national court of justice and sec- 
retariat. 

5. General Assembly — Com- 
posed of all members, each hav- 
ing one vote. Meeting annually, 
with general legislative powers. 


§. Security Council—Composed 
of 11 members, six states hold- 
ing two-year terms, and the big | 
five (United States, Britain, Rus-| 
sia, China and France) holding 
permanent seats, functioning con- |

to enforce peace. 

7. International Court—Judicial 
branch, to be based on the per- 
manent court of international jus- 
tice at the Hague or set up un-| 
der a similar statute. | 
ARRANGEMENTS OF PEACE | 

8. Arrangements for Mainte-' 
nance of Peace—Obliging mem-| 
bers to seek peaceful settlement | 
of disputes, employ sanctions | 
(penalties) to enforce council de- | 
cisions or use armed force if 
necessary to restore peace. 

9. Arrangements for § Interna- 
tional Economic and Social Co- 
operation — Provided through an 
economic and social council, un- 
der the general assembly. 

10. Secretariat— Administrative | 
body, composed of a _ secretary- 
general elected by the assembly 
and a permanent staff. | 

11. Amendments—Adoptablegby | 
a two-thirds vote of the assem- 
bly, to be ratified by a majority 
of members, including the big 
five. 

12. Transitional Arrangements. 
Until the charter comes into force, 
the United States, Britain, Rus- 
sia and China, as signatories of 
the Moscow declaration of 1943, 
should co-operate in maintaining 
peace.

Gloomy, Hope U.S. 
Will Battle Reds 


‘FT. McCLELLAN, Ala., March 
10.—(?)}—Captured Nazis at Fort 
McClellan’s prisoner of war camp 
show marked signs of mounting 
depression but still persist in their 
hope that Germany can persuade 
Britain and the United States to 
join the Reich in fighting Russia. 

“In my opinion, that’s what 
they've been banking on,” said Lt. 
Col. Laurence D. Smith, com- 
manding officer of the camp. 
“They were pretty cocky during 
Von Rundstedt’s counteroffensive 
at Christmas time. Now they are 
depressed.” 

The prison camp commander, 
who is a former Quincy (lIll.) busi- 
nessman, disclosed the changing 
prisoner morale during a discus- 
sion of steps taken. to put the cap- 
tives to work on projects which 
will relieve manpower shortages 
in this area. 

“Our average prisoner strength 
is just over 3,000,” he explained. 
“An average of 1.340 are at work 
each day on jobs which conform 
to the Geneva convention provi- 
sions for prisoners of war. 

Col. Smith explained that Ger- 
man privates may be required to 
work, the alternative being a 
bread and water diet. But Ger- 
man non-commissioned officers 
can be required to take only su- 
pervisory jobs. 

An average of 200 prisoners are 
used daily in excavation, drain- 
age and clearing projects on the 
- main reservation at Ft. McClellan. 

One crew is working on a new 
trunk telephone line between Bir- 
mingham and Atlanta. One gang 
of approximately 60 is doing the 
excavating for a major industrial 
project on the Coosa river. 


Continued From First Page 
game they play. We have more 
than one report of American pris- 
oners waving American flags to 
the discomforture of their German 
guards.” 

The Chandler incident began at 
9:15 a. m. when Chandler’s town 
marshal, Roy Wolfe, strolled up a 
cross street toward the main xigh- 
way as a civilian truck loaded 
with Germans—en route to their 
day's work in the cotton fields— 
approached from the north. 

That in itself was a common- 
place sight, as Chandler’s main 
street constituted the shortest 
route from the Papago Park pris- 
oner of war camp, and its sub- 
camps at Mesa, to the cotton fields 
where the Army hires out its pris- 
omers to Arizona farmers. 

As usual, the soldier-guard was 
riding in the cab of the truck with 
the civilian driver—a procedure 
the Army believes safest since the 
lone guard, were he to stand in 
the bed of the truck also, would 
be hopelessly surrounded, outnum- 
bered and at the mercy of his pris- 
oners should trouble develop. 

What did snatch the attention of 
the marshal's eyes was a patch of 
red, apparently atop the cab of the 
truck. 

It was not until the southbound 
vehicle lined up in Wolfe’s vision 
with the billboard-size honor roll 
of nearly 700 fighting men from 
Chandler that he realized he was 
staring at Nazi banner. 

JUST A FORMER TOWEL 

Makeshift as it was—later in- 
vestigation by the Army indicated 
it was fashioned from a pillow: 
slip or towel—a black swastika 
was plainly visible on the red 
background, and. Wolfe told this 
correspondent there was four oth- 
er, smaller swastikas, one in each 
corner. : 

Wolfe admitted that he was an- 
gered by the conjunction of the 
Nazi flag and the town honor roll. 

“I know 90 per cent of the boys 
on that list by their first names,” 
he explained, adding that he hur- 
ried to his automobile and sped 
in pursuit of the truck. 

A short distance south of Chan- 
dier, Wolfe overhauled the truck 
near Lemon's country store, waved 
down the driver and quickly ex- 
plained to the soldier what had 
happened. For a moment, the en- 
listed man was uncertain of what 
he should do, according to Wolfe, 
who quoted the soldier as saying: 

“Well, what do you want to do? 
Do you want the flag?”

The guard then climbed into the 
truck and “‘shook down” the pris- 
oners in what Wolfe termed a 
“half-hearted” fashion, and no 
flag was found. 

It was then that an Army car 
braked to a stop besides the little 
group and Capt. George Childers, 
of the Papago park camp, jumped 
out and demanded angrily: 

“Who stopped this truck?” 

“I did,‘ Hamilton said, explain- 
ing later that he spoke up be- 
cause it was in his jurisdiction 
even though Wolfe actually stop- 


ped it. 
CAPTAIN ANGERED 
“What do you think you’re do- 
ing?” the Army officer assertedly 
demanded in an angry tone, and, 
after the situation was explained, 
added, “I could have you picked 
up and thrown in jail for this!” 
Uncertain now as to their own 
ground, the civil officers made no 
protest as the truck moved on to 


the captain’s command. 

Back in Chandler, however, 
they discovered that others had 
seen the Nazi flag, and general 
indignation—already mounting as 
the incident was related by word 
of mouth—was given new fuel by 
the occurrence south of town. 

By late afternoon, when the 
truck was due to return through 
Chandler, word of the citizenry’s 
determination to make a new 
search of the prisoners and find 
the flag, reached the Army au- 
thorities at Papago Park. 
FEARED RETALIATION 

The commander of the camp at 
that time, Col. William C. Holden, 
was ill—and has been in a hos- 
pital, in fact, since he was re- 
lieved of his command a week 
later. The executive officer, Lt. 
Col. John B. Madden, dispatched 
additional guards to Chandler on 
grounds that any overt act by the 
citizens might result in retaliation 
upon American prisoners held in 
Germany. 

It likely was the very incon- 


ed -ny tragic action. 

“Tt looked like the old days in 
Tombstone,” said R. C. Muse, lo- 
cal barber and adjutant of Chan- 
dler Post 35 of the American Le- 
gion. “And I guess that is what 
stopped it. 

“When these fellows came in 
with their ‘hoglegs’ and asked me 
to go home and get my gun, I got 
to thinking how funny my own 
little gun would look beside their 
long-barreled weapons. 

“Instead, I talked them into 
going around to the bank and 
talking to A. S. Brayman.” 
MAYOR ADVISES CAUTION 

Brayman, banker, Legion post 
commander and mayor of Chan- 
dler, joined with Muse in counsel- 
ing caution, and plans to halt the 
truck were dropped without furth- 
er incident. 

In the bank office, Brayman 
took affidavits from a number of 
citizens regarding the flag and 
other incidents concerning pris- 
oners which had irked the com- 
munity. Among those who swore 
they saw the Nazi banner were 
Marshal Wolfe; H. G. Lemon, the 
storekeeper, and four others. 

These documents, together with 
the charge that the Army cap- 
tain had been “insulting” to the 
local officers, were forwarded to 
Sen. McFarland, Democrat, Ari- 
zona, who also received a letter 
from Superfor Judge Howard C., 
Speakman, of Phoenix, which de- 
clared people were “sore and dis- 
gusted” with “armed guards with 
rifles prevent red-blooded - Amer- 
ican people from searching the 
damned Nazis to take from them 
a swastika.” 

Col. Holden immediately issued 
a statement covering the Army’s 
position, declaring: 

“Prisoners of war may be de- 
liberately trying to incite our ci- 
vilians to some overt action, which 


might be used as a basis of re- 
taliation against some of our pris- 
oners of war detained in Ger- 
many.”

PYLE’S HUTMATE 


Atlantan

Ernie Pyle’s hutmate in the Ma- 
rianas is a former Atlanta con- 
struction contractor, now B-29 pi- 
lot Capt. Bill Gifford, who resid- 
ed in Peachtree Hills before he 
began wartime flying. 

Pyle wrote in The Constitution 
Thursday that “Giff” (as the 
Army calls him) was the ‘“skinni- 
est man in the B-29 base... be- 
fore I arrived. ... But now they 
can laugh at me instead of him 
when we go to take an outdoor 
shower.” 

Gifford’s wife, an artist employ- 
ed by the display advertising de- 
partment at Davison’s, received a 
letter from her husband three 
weeks ago saying he might be 
“mentioned” in Pyle’s column. 
Thus she combed the daily stories 
until she found an entire piece 
cevoted to a personality sketch 
Which she said “seemed like a real 
Visit with him.” 

SOUTH CAROLINIAN 

In the Army, Gifford’s address 
is Buford, S. C. He was born and 
reared there and, Mrs. Gifford ex- 

lains, “a man from South Caro- 
ina once is always from there.” 
She is the former Miss Charlotte 
Reynolds, daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. David Reynolds, of Forest 
road. 

Pyle said: “It is worth a thea- 
ter ticket to hear Giff tell about 
a mission after he gets back.” His 
wife, married five years, has some 
thing of a good yarn herself. She 
and her husband have lived in 35 
different apartments during that 
time. That does not count hotel 
rooms where they “camped” near 
some Army air bases. 

As a contractor, Gifford was 
shifted around the country. Then, 
in February, 1941, he joined the 
Royal Canadian Air Forces and 
they took a swing through Canada, 
half-calling Montreal “home base.” 
After the United States entered 
the war, Gifford came back to the 
American Air Forces and they 
toured this country. 

Bill Gifford does not write 
home about missions in the same 
way Pyle reports he tells of them 
in “bull sessions” overseas. “He 
uses his hands and his feet and 
half the room and a great portion 
of his vocabulary,” Pyle said. “He 
gets tickled and he gets mad. It 
seems that everything always goes 
wrong when Giff is on a mission.”

GUAM.—(?)—"“Stateside” is a mighty popular word out here be- 
cause a serviceman going “stateside” is going home. 


Good-natured kidding, however, 
befalls every man before he says 
his final goodbyes to this coconut- 
studded jungle gem of the blue 
Pacific. 

A part of that is the printed 
list of “instructions for assign- 
ment to the old country,” which 
opens: 

“In view of the-fact that some 
of the personnel have been forced 
to accept an assignment in the 
States, we are printing this guide 
to that foreign country.” 

Under “Geography” it reads: 

“The United States is composed 
of land and bisecting it is the 
Mississippi river in the center. 
Everything east is known as New 
York, while everything west is 
simply called Texas. There are 
a couple of other states, but they 
are not important.” 

STATESIDE WOMEN 

Second to “Geography” comes 
a paragraph devoted entirely to 
“Women,” which reads: 

“The stateside women keep 
their bodies covered with a mate- 
rial called dress and they do not 
know the hula.

Capt. Thornton, 
Pyle Film Aide, 
Back at Benning 


Capt. Milton M. Thornton, an 
instructor at the infantry school 
at Fort Benning, who has been 
“on duty” in Hollywood for al- 
most a year as technical advisor 
on the new picture, “The Story 
of GI Joe,” the movie adaptation 
of Ernie Pyle’s best seller, has re- 
turned to his duties at the fort.

Capt. Thornton was selected as 
technical advisor for his expe- 
rience in north Africa where he 
was awarded the Silver Star while 
serving with the famed First In- 
fantry Division. On his return to 
Fort Benning, Capt Thornton said 
the picture would be simultaneous- 
ly released in the European and 
Pacific war theaters. He said it 
would be several months before 
it would be released in the Unit- 
ed States.

A one-story frame building on Whitehall street which rose and 
“Spread over the years into one of the south’s greatest mercantile estab- 
lishments, with seven modern stories covering almost a full city block, 
still echoes to the principles voiced more than three-quarters of a 
century ago by three brothers—Morris, Emanuel and Daniel Rich. 


Today's announcement Of a $250,- 
000 gift by the Rich Foundation to 
Emory University, to house that 
institution's School of Business 
Administration, had its beginnings 
in 1867. when Atlanta was a town 
of 20,000 inhabitants who still were 
tasting the bitter ashes of war's 
destruction. 

That was the year when the 
Rich brothers settled here and set 
about doing business in that un- 
pretentious frame building—with 
few tangible assets, but a vast sup- 
ply of courage, integrity, business 
acumen, foresight and, what was 
most important, a faith that At- 
lanta and the south would emerge 
strong and healthy from the debris 
of the sixties. 

FIRST EXPANSION 

By 1872, this small store’s ex- 
pansion forced a move into larger 
quarters—in 1880 the business had 
grown to such an extent that still 
more room was needed and an- 
other move was made—in 1924, 
the store moved to its present*loca- 
tion at the southwest corner of 
Broad and Alabama streets—and 
it has been growing ever since, 
until now it is known throughout 
the length and breadth of the na- 
tion as one of America’s most en- 
terprising retail establishments, 
handling each year an almost in- 
credible amount of merchandise. 

Emanuel Rich died in 1897, Dan- 
je] Rich passed on in 1920, and 
Morris Rich died in 1928, but in 
Rich's, Inc., today these men are— 
to use a phrase which is trite but 
ept—gone but not forgotten.

‘Business’ ‘Green Pasture’ 
Seen in Middle East 


James M. Landis, dean of the Harvard Law School, returned

describes American trade opportunities and problems in that area. 
By JAMES M. LANDIS. 


(Written for the Associated Press) 

Americans as a whole have little appreciation of the significance 
of trade between the Middle East and the United States. Judged 
even by prewar standards, that trade, though admittedly far less 
than the volume of our trade with Europe and less than that with 


South America, went into many millions of dollars. 


The war, how- 


ever, will make or can make, enormous differences in both the vol- 
ume and character of trade, provided we are wise and courageous 
enough to push our opportunities in this area, 


Apart from considerations of 
profit that may attach to our trade 
relationships, developing commer- 
cial relationships with the middle 
east has an importance all its own. 
That territory, stretching from 
Libya to Afghanistan, is as strate- 
gically important as any area in 
the world. 

It has for centuries been the 
pathway between east and west, 
between Europe and India and 
China. It still is. Its security is 
thus vital to England and Rus- 
sia. But it is equally vital to us, 
To reach China from the east we 
must go by this route. And from 
the standpoint of air-routes Cairo 
is a vital focal point. 


COMMERCE AND 
TRANQUILITY 

Any true concern with security 
has to go beyond the provision 
of adequate military forces. It 
must provide foundations upon 
which political tranquility can be 
assured. These foundations are 
primarily commerce—the flow of 
goods and the development of re- 
sources sufficient to meet grow- 
ing demands for better subsist- 
ence. In the middle east this is 
especially important. It needs 
both foreign goods, foreign capi- 
tal and foreign markets, if it 
would lift itself out of that at- 
mosphere of want and poverty 
that spreads distrust, hate and 
War. 

Again that area contains the 
greatest reservoir of oil that the 
world has yet seen. American Na- 
tionals now have a very substan- 
tial interest in that reservoir. Oil 
is as important to the world’s eco- 


‘nomy or to national survival as 


bread. To lose our interest in 
that reservoir or oil or to fail to 
conserve and develop it is al- 
most unthinkable. This alone 
forces us to develop a policy to- 
ward the middle east, and leads 
us as a matter of necessity to think 
in terms of closer and stronger 
commercial ties with that area. 
Before the war our share of the 
imports to the middle east was 
far down the list. Great Brit- 
ain headed the list, but other sig- 
nificant exporting countries were 
Germany, Italy, Japan and 
France. The war has cut off these 
countries as a source of supplies. 
And it will be a long time, if ever, 
before Japanese textiles, German 
motor cars, drugs and German 
steel, or Italian machinery find 
any export markets. 
SHIPPING CURTAILED 
Meanwhile, though shipping has 
necessarily curtailed all imports 
to the middle east, Great Britain 
and the United States have moved 
in to fill the gaps in middle east- 
ern trade brought about by the 
disappearance of these sources of 


this war. Egyptian leaders, for 
example, realize that they cannot 
have a broad increase in the 
standard of living if seven-tenths 
of an acre is to continue to be 
the average land-holding of their 
peasants. They must turn from 
an agricultural to a semi-indus- 
trial economy. If they succeed 
in doing so, they will lift the 
purchasing power of the average 
man and increase enormously the 
potentialities of this market. 
Thirdly, most Middle Eastern 
countries have become rich in 
terms of money during the war. 
Vast military -expenditures have 
been made in Egypt, Palestine, 
Syria, Iraq and Persia by the 
British, the Russians, the French 
and ourselves, Because commodi- 


ties have been scarce it has been | 


impossible as yet to convert these 
balances into goods. They exist 
only as credits and, unfortunately 
from our standpoint, as sterling 
credits. 

BARRIER TO TRADE 


This dependency of the Middle 
Fast on sterling poses one of the 
great barriers to American trade. 
Its richest markets today are 
members of the sterling area. All 
dollars that they earn are turned 
into London. London in return 
engages to provide enough dol- 
lars and other hard currencies 
necessary to finance those essen- 
tial civilian goods that cannot be 
imported from sterling countries 
and must therefore be imported 
from countries like the United 
States. 

That policy—so long as it con- 
tinues—places few it any limita- 
tions upon imports from the Brit- 
ish empire but tends to restrict 
imports from the United States to 
a class of goods, deemed present- 
ly unavailable in sterling coun- 


tries, and of a class regarded by 
an ultimate British authority as. 
“essential.” 

True, the policy has worked in 
some countries to provide them 
with more dollars for imports 
from the United States than they 
normally earn, but in other coun- 
tries the reverse is true. 


UNFAIR COMPETITION 


But the policy has within it the 
seeds of competition that Ameri- 
can thought will not fail to regard 
as unfair. It also discourages 
American effort to increase the 
dollar earnings of these countries 
by buying more from them, for 
an increase in American imports 
will not, as it should, increase 
proportionately the capacity of a 
sterling area country to import 
American goods. 

Other barriers to Middle East- 
ern trade are minor as compared 
with this one. As yet shipping 
shortages govern the volume of 
potential tonnage available for ex- 
ports but with peace, tonnage in 
large volume will be available. 


Complicated import licensing 
schemes, handled by inefficient 
bureaucracies presently character- 
ize the area. They were devised 
to get some equitable distribution 
of goods limited by the wartime 
scarcities of shipping and supply. 
With these scarcities gone, these 
barriers would fall were it not 
that they will tend to be employ- 
ed as devices to limit the use of 
dollars. 

SEIZE OPPORTUNITY 


Thus, apart from monetary con- 
trols, there is nothing that holds 
American trade from a potentially 
significant Middle Eastern mar- 
ket. But an aggressive American 
economic policy must evolve if we 
would seize opportunities that lie 
on our doorstep. Such a policy 
still requires development and a 
better spirit of co-operation be- 
tween business and government, 
The business interests of other na- 
tions have the continuing and ac- 
tive support of their governments. 


We have much to learn in this 
field but we should be beginning 
to learn it now without either 
false modesty or fears as to the 
ultimate world-wide dealing of 
this nation. Exports are almost 
as necessary for our well-being 
as that of England. To increase 
them spells not only our prosper- 
ity but that of necessitous and 


otherwise politically explosive 
parts of the world.

1945 General Assembly Hastened 
Progress of State, Says Arnall

The 1945 General Assembly was 
a remarkable session of fifty-five 
days that developed a series of 
legislative proposals and measures 
meaning much to the progress of 
the state of Georgia and to the 
happiness and prosperity of our 
citizens. 

The patriotism, unselfishness, 
hard work and conciliatory spirit 
shown by the members of the as- 
sembly deserve praise from the 
people whom they represented s0 | 
ably, fairly and courageously in 
the eventful session. 

The presiding officers of the 
assembly, Senate President Frank 
Gross and House Speaker Roy 
Harris, their floor leaders and 
committee chairmen, and the en- 
tire membership of the General 
Assembly, worked hard, worked 
long hours week after week, and 
produced results of which Geor- 
gians may well be proud. 

TOP ACCOMPLISHMENT 

The foremost eccomplishment 
of the session, of course, was the’ 
submission of a new constitution 
for the state of Georgia. The pe- 
riodic revision of state constitu- 
tions long has been recognized in 
the United States as essential. 
Georgia, in past years, under the 
leadership of such men as Gen. 
James Jackson, T. R. R. Codb &nd 
Robert Toombs, has been coura- 
geous enough to rewrite its con- 
stitution to meet changing condi- 
tions and challenging events. 

The 1945 assembly met the 
problem of rewriting our state 
constitution in an admirable, 
courageous and intelligent fashion. 

Besides action upon the consti- 
tution, the assembly acted wisely 
and promptly on other essential 


of Georgia’s port facilities. 


matters of legislation. These nat- 
urally divide themselves into | 
seven groups of measures. 

First, they eliminated the poll 
tax. When they did so, they spoke 
resoundingly and in the best 
Georgia tradition for human lib- 
erty and for the right of the peo- 
ple to have full voice in their 
government. As a revenue meas- 
ure, of course, the poll tax long 
since had outlived its value. It 
had become a device for the dis- 
franchisement, often through mis- 
apprehension or accident, of many 
citizens. It had brought to Georgia 
much criticism that was unde- 
served. It was repugnant to the 
ideals of most of our citizens that 
the right to vote for any public 
official should be a matter of pay- 
ment of a fee. The assembly 
members who voted overwhelm- 
ingly “aye” on its repeal spoke 
the language of American de- 
mocracy. 

EDUCATION BILLS 

Second, in the field of educa- 
tion the 1945 assembly enacted 
four important measures. They 
provided for two months more 
salary for teachers in Georgia's | 
schools, an important step in the | 
equalization of educational op-| 
portunity. They implemented the 
Teachers’ Retirement System by 
appropriating a million dollars 
for that fund, so that in the 
future those men and women who 
have served faithfully in our 
schools can retire in their old age 
with a measure of security, free 
of the fear of penury and without 
need of charity. They put teeth in 
compulsory education, recognizing 
that democratic processes require 
an informed and literate citizen- 
ship. They provided that the 
State Department of Education | 
should be the agency for handling | 
federal funds that may be granted 
for building new school buildings, 
thus preparing for the postwar 
public works program in earnest. 

The 1945 assembly likewise act- 
ed to help the veterans of World 
War II with something more po- 
tent than vain words. They pro- 
vided, both through legislative 
act and through a section in the 
new constitution, a non-partisan, 
non-political, veteran - controlled 
veterans service department to 
serve the veterans of all our wars. 
They opened the common schools 
of Georgia to servicemen and 
women, on their discharge, re- 
gardiess of their age, so that they 
might complete the educations 
that were interrupted when they 
laid aside their books to take up 
arms in defense of our common 
country. They provided that vet- 


erans, otherwise eligible for home- 
purchase loans under the “GI Bill 


of Rights,” but incapable previ- 
ously of making such contracts 
because they were under age, 
might enter into such contracts. 
Finally, they provided, through 
the Veterans Resettlement Au- 
thority a $5,000,000 corporation 
that can finance such veterans’ 
loans, either for home-buying or 
for business, if other facilities are 
unavailable, 
EXPANDS PORTS 

The fourth accomplishment was 
to provide wisely for expansion 
In the 


‘postwar period, when we shall 


have been freed of the shackles 
of freight rate and other economic 
discriminations, the great harbors 
at Savannah and Brunswick should 
be the terminals for trade with 
South America and Africa. Close- 
ly tied with the future of our 
state’s immense potential for an 
agrarian-industrial economy, de- 
velopment of our ports is a major 
imperative for the immediate 
postwar future. The general as- 
sembly, by provision for a port 
authority authorized to issue reve- 
nue bonds for the development of 
the ports and the erection of fa- 
cilities, has contributed much to 
the possible prosperity of every 
Georgia citizen. 

Judicial reform was another 
question considered seriously by 
the general assembly. A number 
of measures, some chiefly techni- 
cal, will facilitate the handling of 


matters in the courts. Most im- 
portant, Georgia courts now may 
render declaratory judgments, 
thus averting the danger of a 
citizen becoming involved deeply 
in a problem for want of a legal 
determination of his rights. 

Georgia likewise, through the 
1945 assembly, moved to solve 
the problem of peace officers. In 
the past two years, many resig- 
nations have come to the gover- 
nor from sheriffs, because, under 
existing conditions, their incomes 
had dropped almost to nothing. 
One sheriff of a north Georgia 
county, for example, quit his job 
because the income from it 
dropped to less than thirty dollars 
a month. The assembly author- 
ized a policy under which, as 
economic conditions change, ad- 
justments can be made to meet 
them, by paying peace officers 
upon a fee and salary basis com- 
bined. 
HEALTH PROVISIONS 

The problem of public health 
will be consequential in postwar 
Georgia. If we are to have a pros- 
perous state, we must have a 
healthy people. Preventable dis- 
eases, such as the epidemic 
plagues, tuberculosis and the social 
diseases, must be eradicated. More 
adequate hospitalization must be 
provided, especially in rural areas. 
The general assembly created for 
the State Department of Public

As the Marines hammered to annihilate the remnants of the Jap 
forces on Iwo Jima and wrote the last pages of the bloodiest chapter 
in Marine Corps history, more news of the part Georgians played 
in the epic struggle filtered through. 


A few days from Iwo, Marines 
aboard ship heard frequent last- 
minute accounts of the progress 
of preliminary aerial and naval 
bombardments of the island over 
the ship’s speaker system, broad- 
cast by Pfc. Edwin N. Martin, 
husband of Mrs. Irene O. Martin, 
of 106 North Henderson street, 
Toccoa, formerly a radio an- 
nouncer in Chicago. 

Along with news of the rest of 
the world, excerpts from reports 
of U. S. Navy vessels blasting 
Iwo were broadcast to the troops 
by Martin, who is serving as a 
musician in the, band detachment 
of the 24th Marine regiment, 
Fourth Marine division. In com- 
bat, musicians are sometimes 
called for front-line support. 
VET OF TWO DRIVES 

A veteran of two other opera- 
tions, Marshalls and Mariannas, 
Marine Pfc. Stanley A. Sands, of 
416 College street, Dawson, Ga., 
also smashed ashore at Iwo as a 
member of an amphibious tractor 


crew which brought Marine as-’ 


sault troops up on the beaches, 
unloaded them, and then turned 
back to ships for precious ammu- 
nition and water. 


Another Georgia amphibious 
tractorman was Cpl. L. R. Hodges, 
of Milledgeville, who also partici- 
pated in the perilous shuttle runs 
from ship to shore. 


Three Georgians were awarded 
medals. The Bronze Star medal 
and two Purple Hearts went to 
Sgt. Maj. Thomas E. Walton Jr., 
son of Mr. and Mrs. T. E. Wal- 
ton, of Augusta; Cpl. Hansel H. 
Allen, of 12 King street, Macon, 
and Chief Pharmacist’s Mate Amos 
N. Mattison, son of Mrs. B. F. 
Mattison, of Roswell, respec- 
tively. 

Landing at Saipan on D-Day, 
Walton took charge of his group 
when his commanding officer and 
many other Marines were killed 
by intense enemy rifle and ma- 
chinegun fire and skillfully di- 
rected them through the fire-cov- 
ered area to safety without fur- 
ther losses. He is a graduate of 
Augusta Junior College. 

ALLEN WOUNDED 

Allen was a member of the 
Third Marine division on Guam 
and was wounded in the right leg 
by Japanese mortar shell frag- 
ments during the sixth day of 
fighting. He was treated at a 
battalion aid station and later re- 
turned to his platoon, which was 
instrumental in smashing several 
desperate enemy counterattacks. 

While taking care of Marines 
wounded on Asan beach during 
the Guam D-Day landing opera- 
tions, Pharmacist Mattison him- 


self was hit in the right forearm 
by shrapnel. He had his wound 
treated by another medical corps- 
man and immediately resumed his 
duties with the injured Marines 
on the beach. Mattison was grad- 
uated from Central Night School 
in Atlanta and was employed by 
the Atlanta Standard Drug Com- 
pany before enlisting. 

Another Toccoan, Capt. Henry 
C. Stalnaker, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. W. Stalnaker, of 233 Doyle 
street, Toccoa, has been selected 
to serve as executive officer of a 
torpedo bomber squadron in the 
first all-Marine aircraft carrier 
group. This is the first time the 
Marine Corps will operate from 
its own Carriers. 

AERIAL COMBAT VET 

Stalnaker is a veteran of a 
year’s aerial combat in the South 
Pacific and holds the Distinguish- 
ed Flying Cross. He was grad- 
uated from North Georgia Col- 
lege in 1939 and was employed 
by the Southern Railway Com- 
pany in Atlanta before enlisting. 

Three aviation Marines, one 
from Rome and two from Colum- 
bus, are on furlough following 
long tours of duty in the South 


‘tand Central Pacific. 


T. Sgt. J. D. Nichols, 22, son 
of Mrs. L. Q. Nichols, of 515 East 
Second avenue, Rome, was an au- 
tomotive mechanic with a fighter 
squadron of the First Marine Air 
Wing at Midway, Hawaii, and the 
New Hebrides and Solomons. 

Cpl. Homer C. Stephens, 19, son 
of Mrs. Lillie Mae Stephens, and 
Pvt. Charles E. Walton, 21, son 
of Mrs. Charles E. Walton, both 
of Columbus, were members of 
the Fourth Marine Aircraft Wing 
at Midway and in the Mariannas. 

Stephens was an airplane arm- 
orer and Walton was a control 
tower operator. 

All three of the furlough-spend- 
ers underwent: severe bombing 
and shelling attacks during their 
overseas duty, but none was in- 
jured.

Health an advisory medical coun- 
cil which will study and find solu- 
tion to these problems and work 
closely with the public health 
agency in improving the health 
conditions of our state. Another 
measure made the Public Health 
Department the agency for han- 
dling federal and state funds that 
may be available in the postwar 
period, another step in preparing 
for any public works program that 
may be devised. 

But it was in the adoption of a 
new constitution that the general 
assembly of 1945 performed its 
greatest service for the people of 
Georgia. Amended 296 times since 
its adoption in 1877, the existing 
basic law was not only out of 
harmony with the times in several 
particulars, but it was not at har- 
mony with itself; the amendments 
did not always fit into the main 
framework nor match each other. 
If the job had been only one of 
editing the old constitution, it 
would have been worth all the 
time that the revision commission, 


authorized in 1943, and the pres-| 


ent assembly spent upon it. 

In addition, however, important 
reforms were added. The new 
features include the elimination of 
special favors in taxation, the pro- 
vision for mandatory home rule, 
a budget section that safeguards 
state solvency, and sections estab- 
lishing non-political agencies to 
deal with veterans and penal af: 
fairs. 

Two important changes were 
made to rectify serious oversights 
in the 1877 ‘document and to re 
store sovereignty to the people of 
Georgia in accordance with the his- 
toric constitution of the past, the 
revolutionary document and that 
bearing the imprint of Gen. James 
Jackson. One is a provision that 
the governor may not veto a con- 
stitutional amendment and there- 
by refuse to permit the people to 
vote upon a proposal submitted to 
them by two-thirds of each branch 
of the legislature. The other pro- 
vides that no constitution here- 
after shall become effective with- 
out ratification by the people in 


}a general election. 


These may seem to be trivial 
changes. However, within the 


past decade constitutional amend- 


ments have been submitted by the 
assembly and the governor refused 
to permit the people to vote upon 
the issues. And the imposition if 
a constitution upon the people, by 
a convention, without an election, 
was a possibility under the 1877 
document, which, in the light of 
what has happened in the world 
since 1918, presented a menace 
to democratic processes. 

The 1945 constitution preserves 
the traditional spirit of Georgia 
government, but it provides new 
tools with which their state gov- 
ernment can serve more efficient- 
ly the needs of the state and its 
citizens. It is small wonder that 
only 12 members of the house and 
senate, out of a membership of 
257, opposed adoption. 

The seriousness of purpose of the 
1945 legislators, their careful at- 
tention to state problems, their re- 
markable spirit of co-operation, 
made this session one of the most 
valuable in the state’s history and 
indicated what we may expect in 
the way of better government in 
the future.

In Schools 
In Atlanta © 


The Army and the Navy have 
taught at least 35 Atlanta boys 
the value of an education and 
given them the incentive to carry 
a double load, work and study, to 
obtain their high school diplomas. 


Enrolled in five Atlanta schools 
are 35 veterans of service in the 
Army or Navy, each working to- 
wards a high school diploma or 
obtaining the extra training need- 
ed to fit them for civilian com- 
petition. Several of the veterans 
saw overseas service and one, Sgt. 
Arthur Patton, of 475 Grant street, 
is still in the Army. 

Sgt. Patton was granted a 30- 
day furlough from the Italian war 
theater. During his short fur- 
lough, which ended this weekend, 
Sgt. Patton studied the regular 
high school text books in English 
literature and Friday took his ex- 
amination. He easily passed and 
will be granted his diploma from 
Commercial High school with the 
June graduating class. Sgt. Pat- 
ton is a veteran of Tunisian, Ital-

ian and European campaigns. 
By June no one knows where 


| Sgt. Patton will be, but his di- 


ploma will be mailed to him or 
presented to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. R, Patton. 

Other Atlanta schools enrolling 
veteran scholars are Boys High 
and Tech High, Central High 
Night school and the Opportunity 
school. 

Roy Davis, assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of high schools, 
said the records of the 35 veterans 
are “excellent” and their attitude 
“splendid.” 

“Some people said the veterans 
would not be able to refit them- 
selves to a high school. I’m mighty 
glad to say those people were 
wrong. The veterans are in 
earnest about théir work and one 
of them told me no one need have 
any fear that they might leave 
school. He told me they all in- 
tended to stick it out and get their 
diplomas or finish the work they 
particularly need,” Davis said. 

A majority of the veterans are 
interested primarily in vocational 
work and in the type of study 
provided in trade schools, Davis 
said. There are no public trade 
school in Atlanta but the veterans 
have enrolled in the regular high 
schools anyway, he stated. 

The average age of the veterans 
is two years older than the ordi- 
nary high school student. Many 
of them are married, some with 
children and most of them per- 
form afternoon or night work. 
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8-Weeks Session 
Of Assembly Cost 
$3,161 Per Day 


The average daily cost of the 
55-day 1945 legislative session, 


which wrote a new constitution 
and passed approximately 600 
bills and resolutions, was $3,- 
161.25—virtually the same as the 
average daily cost of the 1943 
session. 

This was revealed by the state 
treasurer’s office. The total cost 
was $173,868.64. The legislators 
and elective attaches, who are 
scheduled to return next January 
for a 15-day session, were paid a 
total of $131,498.56 for salaries 
and mileage. Appointed clerks, 
stenographers and aides were paid 
$25,320. Legislative committees 
were paid $6,373.30 for traveling 
expenses. Printing and supplies 
cost $10,676.78. 


While the legislature received 
a@ pay raise of $1.57 a day over that 
paid solons in 1943, this increase 
was offset by a decrease in funds 
paid to appointed attaches. Every 
member received $471.35 as a 
pro rata part of his $600 for the 
70-day session. The senate presi- 
dent and house speaker received 

706.75 of their $900. 

Counting the new constitution 
merely as one resolution, the av- 
erage cost of bills and resolutions 
passed was approximately $290. 
A total of 1,054 bills and resolu- 
tions were introduced in both

Decay of Germany 


Stepped Up 


Sharply 


LONDON, March 10.—(#)—There are increasing signs tonight 
that the process of economic and political decay in Germany is 


being accelerated sharply by the 

Allied economic experts report 
that Hitler’s belt-tightening home 
front is faced with a growing 
famine as a result of disrupted 
communications by the round-the- 
clock Allied aerial blows. These

Signs of decay inside Germany 
—each considered significant in 
view of the Allied drives—were: 

1. Allied economic experts said 
that on the basis of reports from 
inside Germany that country’s 
food situation had deteriorated 
rapidly within the past weeks be- 
cause of disorganized transport 
and the influx of millions of refu- 
gees from areas overrun by Allied 
armies and from cities leveled by 
British and American _ aerial 
bombing. 

2. Hints that Hitler’s widely 
spread armies face a shortage of 
ammunition and were operating 
on a “hand-to-mouth” basis. 

3. A survey of Allied govern- 
ments disclosed that Europe’s re- 
sistance forces had reduced Ger- 
many’s war. weapon output in en- 
slaved countries at least 40 per 
cent by sabotage and “go slow” 
tactics. Lost to the Germans also 
were war weapon plants in 
France, Belgium, Yugoslavia and 
Poland. 

4. Stoppage of Swiss coal and 
iron shipments and electric cur- 
rent into southern Germany and 
northern Italy as a result of the 


American and Russian drives.

disintegration of large parts of 
northern Germany. 

However, a noted German phy- 
sician who managed to elude the 
Gestapo and is now safely in this 
country said it would be folly for 
the United Nations to hope for a 
revolution from within in view of 
the tight grip held on the people 
by Heinrich Himmler. 

But he said that enthusiasm for 
Nazism was at a low ebb.

Continued From First Page 
amount to be done. Failure to 
accomplish their set rate meant 
punishment for the men ranging 
from beatings to shortened food 
rations. To men working despe- 
rately 12 hours a day on meals 
equivalent to a teacup full of rice, 
short rations meant sure starva- 
tion. 

It was during this time also that 
the “decimal” system was formed. 
The Americans were grouped to- 
gether in tens. If one of the num- 
ber escaped the other nine were 
to: be shot. 

ESCAPE OF GRASHIO 

One of Capt. Kane’s group, Maj. 
Samuel C. Grashio, did escape to 
bring out the infamous story of 
the “March of Death,’ and the 
tall Atlantan was sure he was 
doomed. However, after a gruel- 
ling ordeal by the Japanese he 
was returned to his work. As a 
punishment this group was de- 
prived of part of its food. 

In December, Capt. Kane col- 
lapsed under an attack of beri- 
beri and malaria and was unable 
to leave his bed. After a few 
weeks he was able to make his 
way to the mess hall and back, 
but for most of the time he lay 
weakly on his bed suffering fre- 
quently recurring attacks of ma- 
laria. 

“I lost count after the first 30 
attacks,” he said. His legs still 
show the scars left by the beri- 
beri. He dropped from 175 pounds 
to 116 pounds during his impris- 
onment. 

Since regaining his freedom, 
however, he has put his weight 
back up to 172. 

AT CABANATUAN 

In June of 1944 Kane was 
transferred to Cabanatuan where 
he was hospitalized, that is, he 
was not forced to work in the 
rice fields. Dyring the latter part 
of his stay there, he noted that 
conditions of the prisoners im- 
proved—the gudrds were gradual- 
ly withdrawn to fight American 
forces then invading the islands. 

Capt. Kane was sitting in front 
of his barracks the night the 
American Rangers arrived at Ca- 
banatuan. At the first burst of 
machinegun fire, he felt, like all 
the others, that the Japanese had 
started to slaughter their pris- 
oners. 

Grabbing his gear he bolted for 
the stockade surrounding their 
enclosure. There he met one of 
the Rangers coming in through 
the fence. 

“Get the hell out the front gate 
—we’re Yanks,” the Ranger shout- 
ed. Without stopping to ask ques- 
tions the captain “got” to the gate 
where he joined the rest of the 
inmates on their 25-mile_ trek 
through Japanese lines to the 
American encampment. 

BECK’S ORDEAL BEGINS 

For Cpl. Beck, 25, the ordeal 
started only a short time after 
Kane’s capture. Just before Ba- 
taan’s fall he had been taken to 
Mindanao where he was serving 
as divisional communications of- 
ficer, a position usually filled by 
at least a major. 

While based at Clarke Field, 
near Manila, he had been a radio 
operator and maintenance man. 
On Mindanao he had charge of 
five radio stations. On July 2, a 
month after the Japs had invaded 
the island, the Americans were 
forced to surrender.

Again Big Success

FORT VALLEY, Ga., March 10.—The last echo of exalting spirituals 
hovered over the flowering peach trees today, and the inebrating 
groma of country ham had become nothing more than a gourmet’s 
dream of unutterable paradise, for Otis Samuel O’Neal had regret- 
fully brought to a close the latest in his long line of Ham and Egg 


Shows. 

O’Neal, Negro county agent for 
Houston and Peach counties, for 
the past three days and for the 
30th consecutive year, has been 
major domo, master of ceremonies, 
head man, central figure and al- 
most his own honor guest at the 
yearly festival in which the Negro 
farmers of these two counties com- 
pete for substantial cash prizes— 
the men for the excellence of their 
cured pork products, the farmers 
wives for the quality and the vol- 
ume of eggs they raise from their 
home-tended frocks. 

The show, which attracted hun- 
dreds each day, not only from the 
surrounding countryside but from 
distant points, was held under the 
auspices of the Fort Valley State 
College here, Negro institution of 
which H. M. Bond is president. 


MEAT IN ABUNDANCE 

In the school auditorium, where 
the sessions were held, hams, 
shoulders and sides hung in great 
droves from the rafters over the 
stage, overflower in abundance to 
a wide apron in front of the plat- 
form and even swamped several 
large side tables. Eggs, too, the 
brown kind that some women pre- 
fer and the whiteshelled sort oth- 
ers swear by, were all over the 
place in immaculate profusion— 
an impressive pageantry staged in 
honor of that great American in- 
stitution, ham and eggs. 

This ham reporter and that ham 
photographer, Kenneth Rogers, 
tried hard to listen to the speeches 
—good speeches, too—but it was 
difficult to control your ears and 
listen while your nose was so busy 
inhaling the magic smell from 510 
magnificent hams, country hams, 
171 cured shoulders and 132 
smoked sides of bacon—the con- 
tribution of 100 Negro farmers 
from 25 different Peach and Hous- 
ton county communities. It was 
like a smokehouse to end all 
smokehouses—but let us hope it 
does not.

VICTORY GARDENS ‘MUST’ 


Cut In Truck Farming 
May Hit Housewives

TOOMBS COUNTY, Ga., March 10.—Another pinch for Georgia 
farming may be felt by city consumers when fresh vegetables and 
fruits hit the markets in limited numbers late this spring and early 


summer. Here in the heart of a 
shorter crops are foreseen. 

It’s the same old story—insuf- 
ficient labor. 

Truck crops can’t be planted, 
then forgotten until harvesting 
time. They can’t wait when they 
are ready for gathering. They re- 
quire more labor, more intensive 
handling, more cultivation. Acres 
which last year produced peas, 
corn, beans, potatoes—numerous 
edibles—now will be sown in pea- 
nuts, or some other more easily- 
handled crop, farmers say. 


GARDENS NEEDED 


Thus, when city consumers get 
ready to put up their blue points 
‘and eat fresh vegetables, there 
may be a stumbling block for 
them—unless, of course, they plant 
one of the 300,000 gardens asked 
of Georgians this spring. 

D. H. Holland, Route 2, Manas- 
sas, is 77 years old, but he and 
his wife continue to grow one of 
the prettiest gardens in the sec- 
tion. They sell tomatoes, cabbage, 
peas, sweet potatoes once each 
week from the one-half-acre gar- 
den which they cultivate them- 
selves. 

“Everybody’s trying to have a 
garden and keep free of any food 
shortage,” Holland said. “I’ve nev- 
er lived out of a sack in my life 
and I never expect to.” 

C. H. Rustin, Lyons grocer, be- 
lieves truck crops in Toombs 
county will be cut one-third this

IWO MOP-UP

IWO JIMA.—(Delayed)—They 
call it “Million Dollar Ridge” be- 
cause of the fortune in high ex- 
plosives our planes and warcraft 
used in blasting it, but infantry- 
men of the Fourth Marine Divi- 
sion, who did the mopping up 
with rifles, hand grenades and 
flame throwers, figure the Japs 


must have spent that much on it 
long before we got here. 


The ridge stands to the right of 
our bridgehead, a mighty fortress 
of volcanic rock almost immune 
to bombs and shells. 


“It was honeycombed' with 
caves and bristling with every 
kind of weapon in the Jap 
manual,” according to Marine Lt. 
Charles T. Hopkins Jr., 25, of 881 
Conway road, who led one mop- 
up squad. 

“The caves were all connected 
by corridors cut through the 
stone,” he said. “The Japs really 
set up housekeeping. We found 
cooking utensils, medical supplies, 
plenty of ammunition — every- 
thing they needed for a long stay. 

“It was touchy work routing 
them out.” the lieutenant said. “It 
was pretty dark in some of the 
corridors and we could hear Japs 
the time. Every 
once in a while we could hear a 
muffled explosion, but we 
couldn’t figure out what caused 
that. Later we found it was 
trapped Japs killing themselves 
with grenades.” 

Hopkins’ unit came across one 
cave which was covered by a 
canvas, 

“As we walked up to it,” Hop- 
kins said, “the Japs inside pulled 
it away and threw grenades at us. 
We ducked for cover and let 
them have some _ phosphorous 
grenades. 

“When we got inside we found 
five or six dead. Those we hadn't 
got, had killed themselves.”

Negro 4-H Club 
Camp Is Planned 


ATHENS, Ga, March 10— 
Nearly $3,000 has been collected 
by Negro 4-H Club members for 
the erection of a state camp at 
Dublin for the members, P. H. 
Stone, state agent of the Exten- 
sion Service for Negro work, an- 
nounced today. 

“We now have more than 34,000 
Negro 4-H Club members,” he 
pointed out. “One of our hopes 
is that we may be able to have 
this camp built and in ‘operation 
for this present generation of club 
members.” 


A 30-acre site on the Oconee 
river near Dublin was deeded to 
the Extension Service by the city 
of Dublin for the camp. An ar- 
tesian well, providing 120 gallons 
of water per minute, has been 
bored on the site and paid for by 
Negro citizens of Dublin and Lau- 
rens county. 

Stone pointed out that under- 
brush on the camp site was cleared 
by 4-H members and that roads 
laid out by J. C. Oglesbee Jr., for-

Many townsfolk at Vidalia 
would have gardens this year if 
they had anyone to break the soil. 
Previously there were several men 
with mules who hired out by the 
day to plow small gardens. The 
number of persons doing this now 
has dropped considerably and 
many persons will be without gar- 
dens because they won’t be able 
to have the ground broken, F. D. 
Garrard, agriculture ¢eacher at 
the Vidalia High school, said. 


“Indications now are that we 
will not have as many small gar- 
dens in town this year as we did in 
1942 when victory gardens were 
encouraged,” the instructor said. 
“If we get enough men with plows 
here to prepare the ground, how- 
ever, I believe we could have 
many more gardens because our 
stores close Thursday afternoons 
and the businessmen could spend 
much of that time working their 
vegetables.” 


Canning is receiving new em- 
phasis as a curb for the expected 
food shortage next fall. Garrard 
supervises canning plants—one at 
the Vidalia High school, two in 
the county in addition to his reg- 
ular duties, 


FARMERS DRAFTED 


Many persons have been sapped 
of labor just as Fred Jones, who 
lives in the lower end of Toombs 
county, of the largest truck grow- 
ers in this section last year. Jones 
has four sons who helped him 
then. All four were called before 
the draft board; three were in- 
ducted, so Jones now expects to 
operate only a one-horse farm. 


Last year some truck farmers 
and gardeners ehad trouble find- 
ing the seed they wanted. For 
example, stores might have been 
short stocked on tender green 
beans or ladyfinger peas. But 
this year there are no need for 
fertilizer worries. George L. John- 
son, of Vidalia, reported sales of 
many small packages of garden 
seed this season. Truck farmers 
are buying smaller quantities, but 
he estimates such sales already 
have exceeded amounts bought 
time last year. 


Henley Cavender, Evans county 
agent, claims his county normally 
grows the largest variety of truck 
crops of any county in the state. 
Usual production includes: Straw- 
berries, onions, tomatoes, canta- 
loupes, watermelons, squash, beans, 
cucumbers (pickling and fresh)— 
to give a partial list. He expects 
all of these crops will be grown, 
but in smaller quantities than last 
year. 


A few figures show his idea. 
Livestock sold in the county last 
year amounted to $500,000; tobac- 
co, $442,000. These, he speculates, 
will remain the same. Cotton 
made $130,000 last year, is ex- 
pected to drop this season. Truck 
farming including pecans and 
Plants amounted to $280,000 in 
1944 and definitely will be less 
in 1945, he says, eanuts, claim- 
ing $600,000 last year, are expect- 
ed to double, at least. This is 
because peanuts can be planted 
late and because “there is a way 
out if anything happens.” If la- 
bor is extinct when harvesting 
time comes, a farmer always can 
turn his hogs in to feed on pea- 
nuts.

Is Atlanta's ‘Nubbins’ 


By KEELER McCARTNEY. 
The rare bladder-ailment which brought nation-wide sympathy 
to little “Nubbins” Hoffman at Cheyenne, Wyo., before Christmas is 


not so unusual at Grady hospital. 


Hospital physicians have had un- 
der their care for more than a 
year a four-year-old Negro boy, 
boy, Rufus Mitchell, who is re- 
ported suffering the same disor- 
der. Rufus, dubbed “Snowball” by 
interns and nurses, came into the 
hospital in the fall of 1943, 

His case was diagnosed a con- 
genital obstruction of the bladder, 
the same disorder which physi- 
‘.cians feared would prevent the 
-. Hoffman child from living until 
- Christmas. Yule presents from 
.- over the nation poured in to Nub- 
*. bins last year when his parents 
- decided to hold a Christmas party 
_ early for the three-year-old child. 


SURPRISES DOCTORS 

Nubbins, however, like Snow: 
ball, surprised the physicians. He 
- apparently conquered the disorder 
and shortly after the Christmas 
_ holidays was reported well on his 
way to recovery. 

Grady physicians are not too 
optimistic about either of the lads. 
They point out that bladder ob- 
. structions at birth are not easily 
* diagnosed and that such conditions 
* usually result in permanent dam- 
* age to kidneys. 

* Snowball, for instance, feels fine 
~ and is up playing all over the 


hospital one day. The next day he 
may be in bed while doctors anx- 
iously give him sulfa drug prepa- 
rations and watch his temperature 
to see if they can overcome a re- 
current infection. 


OPERATION DIFFICULT 

Removing obstructiqns can be 
done successfully, physicians say, 
only if done before serious damage 
is caused to other organs. This 
delicate operation is extremely dif- 
ficult in young children, even if 
the case is properly diagnosed in 
time, they add. 

Snowball is not the first patient 
to come into Grady suffering with 
such an ailment. Physicians can 
remember five others within re- 
cent years, some of whom over- 
came the disorder temporarily as 
Nubbins and Snowball did. 


Whether Snowball will fully re- 
cover, physicians say, depends 
upon how much damage occurred 
before he was brought to the hos- 
pital. They make no promises. 

Meanwhile, the little fellow 
scurries about the hospital ward 
on his good days, greeting every- 
one with his white-toothed smile. 
When an infection sets in and he 
must stay in bed, Snowball lies 
quietly, watching the white-coated 
interns come and go.

CHUNGKING, March 10.—(#) 
Japanese authorities have disarm- 
ed French and native forces in 
Indo-China and arrested the pup- 
pet governor-general, Vice Ad- 
miral Jean Decoux, in fear they 
would collaborate with the 
lies, a Chinese army spokesman 
Said today. 

Chinese sources estimated the 
French garrison in Indo-China at 
about 10,000 officers and men, but 
said that, having eliminated its 
threat to aid any Allied inva- 
sion attempt, the Japanese still 
faced opposition from a well-or- 
ganized underground army of na- 
tives. 

The OWI today quoted the 
Tokyo radio, which had an- 
mounced seizure of Indo-China 
Friday night as saying “some 
French troops” still were resist- 
ing the Japanese in Hanoi, where 
they were barricaded in the 
citade] barracks of the capital. An- 
other broadcast, recorded os the 
FFC, said Decoux was held in 
protective custody at Saigon. 

Chinese military authorities said 
the disarming of Indo-Chinese 
troops was a part of Japan’s gen- 
eral plan for the defense of the 
Indo-Chinese and Chinese terri- 
tory it holds against an Ameri- 
can landing. It also will facilitate 
their operations in China, they 
added. 

The Chinese press has pointed 
out that Indo-China would be a 
likely place for an American in- 
vasion of the Asiatic mainland 
because it has good harbors and 
better interior communications 
than China.

LOOKING FOR DAD 


U.S. Boy, 10, 
Jap Slave 
Three Years 


MANILA, March 10.—(INS)— 
A 10-year-old American boy, who 
for two years was forced to work 
as a scullery drudge aboard a Jap 
ship which was finally sunk, came 
to Manila today looking for his fa- 
ther, whom he believes to be a 
United States naval officer. 

Three years of slavery wiped 
from his memory his father’s 
name. He remembers his own 
name is Raymond and his dead 
Spanish mother’s name Pacita Her- 
nandez, that he lived on Cebu Is- 
land and went to school there. 

Then the Japs came and he was 
taken away and put to work as a 
cabin boy on the “Nanshimary,” 
a ccastal vessel operating in Phil- 
ippines waters. 

BEATEN BY JAPS 

He was often beaten and slapped 
and fed only rice and fish with the 
result that his teeth today are 
blackened and decayed. 

Raymond’s ship was attacked 
several times by American planes, 
and the boy was made to pass am- 
munition to the Jap anti-aircraft 
gunners. About four months ago 
Yank planes sank the ship while 
it was carrying rice and ammuni- 
tion toward Bataan from Manila. 
Raymegnd said 13 of the crew of 
16 were killed. He grabbed a life- 
jacket and reached shore and then 
made his way to Manila, where he 
was picked up by guerrillas who 
believed he might be the son of 
an American naval officer named 
Embridge they had been asked to 
look for. 

‘ADOPTED’ BY TEXAN 

American troops of the First 
Corps found Raymond at Paniqui 
three days ago and Maj. Will Wil- 
son, of Dallas, Tex., attracted to 
the boy’s sturdy independence and 
good manners, immediately “‘adopt- 
ed” him. Today, when Maj. Wil- 
son brought Raymond to Manila 
to try to trace his parents, the lad 
was wearing GI suntans, a cavalry 
insignia and a first lieutenant’s 
bar. 

He politely told newsmen he 
came to find his father and obliged 
when asked to speak Japanese, 
Spanish and Visayan, at which he 
is fluent. 

At Santo Tomas, where dozens 
of Cebu people were questioned 
unsuccessfully, five people offered 
to adopt the manly youngster. Ray- 
mond gave to all a polite but defi- 
nite refusal. 


“I’ve come to find my father,” 
he said.

When George Washington was 11, his father 
died. His mother assumed the task of bringing 
up a family of ten children. 

Every day, Mary Washington read to them 
aloud from standard works. Much of the extra- 
ordinary balance and strength of young 
George’s character is traceable to the influence 
of this reading. 

At school, too, George was strongly influ- 
enced by a manual of conduct adapted from an 
old French book. George himself read avidly, 
and his eager mind profited always from what 
he read. 

He matured rapidly. As a boy among boys, 
he was the acknowledged leader. At 16 he was 
commissioned to survey the wilderness beyond 
the Blue Ridge. At 18 he was a major in the 
militia. 

All throtgh his life he read . ; . to prepare 
himself for whatever task he undertook. Even 
when he had reached the pinnacle, as President, 
he turned to reading for knowledge and in- 


spiration. Speaking of his first inauguration, 
one recent history says: 

“He had based his scientific plantation man- 
agement on knowledge acquired in part by 
reading books on agriculture in his own large 
collection. Now he also looked for such 
guidance in his public work.”

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The Senate's Giit to 


The manpower bill which has finally 
emerged from the United States senate in 
answer to administration pleas for work- 
or-fight legislation has been adequately 
summarized by Sen. Harry F. Byrd, of 
Virginia, as “a milk and water measure.” 


The Kilgore-O’Mahoney proposal which 
the senate passed, 63 to 16, on Thursday 
is a far cry from the May-Bailey work-or- 
jail bill voted by the house nearly six 
weeks ago. 


The work-or-jail bill, it will be remem- 
bered, would have forced men 18 to 45 
not in essential work to get war jobs or 
face the same penalty as draft dodgers— 
up to five years’ imprisonment, up to 
$10,000 fine, or both. 


The May-Bailey bill, as passed by the 
house, was not perfect. No one claimed 
it to be. But it was workable. And it 
would have proved effective. The admin- 
istration, which has been pressing for na- 
tional service legislation for months, 
thought the May-Bailey bill acceptable. 
The President and military leaders were 
agreed that it would bolster morale on 
the battlefronts while assuring unbroken 
homefront production for the final climac- 
tic drives in Europe and the Pacific. 


But the May-Bailey bill, after much de- 
lay, was rejected by the senate in favor 
of the Kilgore-O’Mahoney substitute, 
which, in the opinion of Georgia’s Sen.

Dick Russell, would be “about as effective 
as a resolution passed by the Ladies’ Sew- 
ing Circle of Squeedunk.” 


Georgians may be proud, incidentally, 


of the strong stand which Russell took in 


favor of the house’s work-or-jail legisla- 
He realized—and did not hesitate 
to say—that the real opposition to the 
May-Bailey bill came from professional 


labor leaders: Sen. Kilgore, who authored 


the “milk and water” substitute is from 
a state where John L. Lewis holds the 
balance of political power and the Kilgore- 
O’Mahoney farce could not be more defer- 
ential to unioneers if John L. himself had 
drafted it. 

Russell pointed out that, 18 of the 23 
senate votes for the effective May-Bailey 
bill came from so-called “southern bour- 
bons,” much maligned of late by pseudo- 
liberals and labor radicals. 


‘The CIO and the GOP combined forces 
to kill the May-Bailey bill,” declared Rus- 
sell. “When a family gets War Depart- 
ment notification of the death of a son 
in battle, let these coalition generals who 
defeated the administration tell them not 
to worry because the rights of labor and 
capital have not been disturbed.” 


Both Germany and Japan are faced 
with military situations which grow in- 
creasingly impossible. But the senate, 
with its “milk and water” manpower bill, 
has given them another ray of hope.

There is need in the developing south- 
land for just such a school of commerce 
and finance as that ervisioned by Emory 
and the Rich Foundation. We are indeed 
fortunate that, thanks to the generous fore- 
sight of those who guide the foundation’s 
destinies, the need is soon to be fulfilled. 


The State Double-Checks Tax Returns 


The state of Georgia has moved in an 
effective manner to correct a situation 
which long has needed remedying. 


Photostatic copies are being made of 
all income tax returns filed with the fed- 
eral collector of internal revenue and these 
will be checked against state returns for 
possible discrepancies. 


Thus will the State Revenue Depart- 
ment be able to go after the by no means 
small percentage of Georgians who, while 
making annual income tax payments to 


the federal government, have ignored the 
state levy. 


Under the present administration, many 
steps have been taken to eliminate the 
special privileges heretofore accorded 
those in political favor. Taxes have been 
collected without discrimination. There 
have been no unjustified rebates, no “set- 
tlements.” 


This closer co-operation with the fed- 
eral collection agencies will serve to plug 
yet another loophole.

The Proud Greeks 
Never Felt Defeat 


ATHENS, Greece.—(By Mail)—Up on the 

Acropolis there are black, ugly splashes of bullet 

aac marks on the old marble. The English had troops 

there during the recent civil strife because today, as 2,000 years 
before Christ, it still is a strategic point. 


It was the old fort, originally, before it became a sort of gather- 
ing place for priests and temples and statues of the gods. 


Armies and plunderers have come and gone. The tall, graceful 
columns, the broken piles of marble, the looted temples, still stand 
in a beauty and a serenity which makes the hill magic-like. The 
air is clear and has a quality like that of Paris. Far away are ruins 
on distant hills. 


frthur Parsons, special assistant to the American embassy, and 
one of the four or five best authorities on ancient Greece, took us 
about. There is, because of its great age and beauty, a brooding 
feeling of mystery about the Acropolis, but there, as in the ruins 
at Rome, one encounters human nature, unchanging and both dis- 
couraging and inspiring in its unchangeableness. 

There is a temple, uncompleted and an inscription written a 
thousand years before Christ, saying thateconstruction was delayed 
because another religious cult objected to it. There are other in- 
stances of this human jealousy and conflict between the ancient 
sects and gods as there are today. 

But the beauty of it remains and the mystery. The soldiers 
climb over it. So did the Germans when they were there. It is 
unharmed save for the black bullet splashes against the marble and 
one scarred mark against the base of the Parthenon where a mortar 
shell exploded. 

Athens has had many of her buildings destroyed in the war and 
the civil strife. Most of these are her residences and some of the 
business buildings. There is much rebuilding to do. But, Athens 


looks about the same. 

: The street vendors of cigarets still cry 
Business as Usual their wares. The kiosks of newspapers, 
candy, cigarets, and other odds and ends, open as usual, The tram- 
cars run in most of Athens. 

Coffee has come back once more. There is an early curfew, 
but the tavernas stay open. There one may buy a measure of retsina 
wine, chicken livers, an occasional bit of cheese. There the chickens 
still cluck about the floor of the tavernas, picking up the crumbs. 
The musicians with their guitars will stop by your table and play 
and sing. The favorite song now is one about Mussolini, entitled 
“Mussolini, the Clown.” The Greeks set it to the music of a 
popular classical song and sang it all through the occupation. They 


roar it out now. 

There is all that, but Greece is a wounded country. 
Wounded Prices are terribly high. They are in all the Peta 
where war and winter have touched. A black market meal costs 
$5, a good one costs $20. But the people live on. Greece has some 
vegetables and there is bread. As soon as the trucks can run again 
and the small boats are replaced to ply between the islands, things 
will improve. But it will be a long time before things are normal. 
Neveretheless, as I have written before, the Greek people show less 
signs of spiritual bankruptcy than some others of larger nations 
where the war did not strike so hard. 

Greece’s population is down from about 7,350,000 to 6,900,000. 
In all Greece some 400,000 buildings, in villages and cities, were 
destroyed. ‘Twenty-three per cent of all the buildings, small and 
large, were destroyed in the war. 

More than 200,000 Greeks starved the first winter of occupation. 
Thousands more left to the Middle East. Some 60,000 were taken 
as work hostages to Bulgaria. Germany took 50,000 Greeks. Italy 
impressed 20,000. 

Most of these have died. A few thousand will come back. 

In some villages the Germans killed every person because of 
the presence of Greek guerrillas in the hills. 


ot It is not good to fight a war. It is worse to lose 
Inspiring one. Yet the Greeks inspired me. They told me, 
persons who had seen it, of how the Germans thought to humiliate 
them by bringing in the Italians whom they, the Greeks, had de- 
fenied. They thought they could not endure that. 

But when the Italians came they were so ridiculous they had 
to laugh. Even the Germans began to laugh at the strutting, comic- 
opera Italians. They recalled the first day of Italian occupation 
in Athens. A small Italian soldier was put on traffic duty, stand- 
ing on a small platform. He waved his arms furiously, but no cars 
paid him any mind. The Germans, who were the traffic, went on. 
The soldier became more furious. At last a small car, like our 
Austin, did come to a halt. From the windows and fhe streets 
came the sound of applause and the Greeks shouting “bravo.” One 
little car had stopped. After that they didn’t feel humiliated any 
—— They laughed at them and wrote their song, “Mussolini, the 

own.” 

There is nothing more awful than to see the destruction of war, 
the tragedy, the suffering, the hunger and the dying. There is noth- 
ing greater than to see a people who have suffered all that, but 
who never felt defeated and who never were.

They give effort to the 
utmost, without stint, without thought of overtime pay or seniority 
rights or closed shop. 
regardless of how unpleasant it may be. 


Many Ways To Give There,are, too, so many ways for 


the home folks to give for victory. 
You all know them so well, it seems that to repeat them here is 
an act tainted with the unnecessary. And yet— 

Summarizing all the giving we can do, it comes to actually giving 
ourselves, completely, to the great cause. Giving ourselves by 
changing our way of thought and our manner of living, so that 
every power and every instinct within us is dedicated and devoted 
to the one purpose—victory at the earliest possible moment.

We often hear people deploring 
the differences and _ divisions 
among those who call themselves 
Christians, expressed in the varie- 
ty of organizations. Certainly 
wherever these divisions tend to 
cultivate bitterness and seek to di- 
vide the sympathies of people, it 
is most hurtful, But on the other 
hand they may simply reveal dif- 
ferences in taste and tempera- 
ment, or in inheritance and tra- 
dition, which may be quite whole- 
some. No two people ever express 
the same emotion in identically 
the same way. Why, then, should 
not the deepest and most vital of 
all human emotions differ in ex- 
pression? To insist that all should 
voice their joy or sorrow, their 
convictions or aspirations, in the 
same form of words or ritual, is 


to interfere with religious free- 
dom, and to imprison religious 
emotions. 


Underlying the many differences 
in creed, ritual, and form of or- 
ganization, there is a deep and 
essential agreement among them 
all. They are all seeking in one 
way or another to say that God is 
love, and that He has expressed 
that love in Jesus Christ. They 
are all striving, also, to win men 
to faith in the Christ-kind of life. 
They are all striving to interpret 
time in terms of eternity. They all 
call men’s attention to the reality 
of the unseen world. They are 
seeking, too, to sweeten and puri- 
fy the relations of men, and to 
make this old world a brighter 
and better place in which to live. 


There was a day when these 
denominational differences did 
mean jealousies and bitterness. To 
a great extent that day has passed.

Servicemen To Vote 
On New Constitution 


There is little doubt that the state and fed- 
eral governments will see that Georgia's serve 
icemen and women on the battlefronts are given 
an opportunity to vote on the proposed new constitution in August, 
Secretary of State John Wilson and the state war ballot commission 
are working on that now. The federal government already has 
offered its facilities to carry the ballot on the new constitution. 
But something more is needed. What about providing the soldiers 
with full information about the new constitution? If the men in 
the foxholes are handed a ballot which merely asks “Are you 
for or against a new constitution?” and they have never read any 
of the discussion that spread over Georgia Within the past year 
and a half, they might be inclined to oppose it—simply on the 
grounds they didn’t know what they were voting for. : 


Much information probably has reached the servicemen during 
the meetings of the constitution redrafting commission and the 
session of the legislature. Most newspapers of the state have pub- 
lished resumes of how the revised constitution differs from the 
original document. Hundreds of servicemen and women probably 
received newspapers carrying these articles. Within a few weeks, 
the proposed new constitution will be advertised in toto in at least 
one newspaper in each congressional district. Gov. Arnall says he 
plans very wide advertising of this document. Hundreds of serve 
icemen probably will get newspapers bearing these advertisements. 


Since the only announced enemies of the new constitution fol- 
low the singular trend of talk that “Georgia should not adopt a 
new constitution until the boys get back frorm the war to vote on 
it,” perhaps a special effort should be made to see that the service- 
men and women get all information on the proposed document. 
There is plenty of time between now and August 7. The price 
might not be prohibitive to print an impartial resume of how the 
new constitution differs from the present document, print up some 
extra copies of the advertisement carrying the entire new constitu. 
tion, and mail them directly to the servicemen. 


That might be a good project for the Georgia Young Democrats 
to tackle. They did a good job, on a county-by-county basis, of 
seeing that ballots were sent to every serviceman and woman 
who wanted them in the 1944 election. 


So That's What It Is Rep. Stafford Brooke, of Whitfield 


county, is a man after our own heart. 
For weeks, The Atlanta Constitution and other newspapers and the 
people, through letters, had appealed to the legislature to write a 
broad home rule section into, the new constitution. Most common 
reply by the solons was: “We are all for home rule, but what is it?” 
The people wanted, in home rule, the right to initiate elections on 
local issues—and thereby eliminate most of the work of the general 
assembly. Most items of home rule would be carried on by city 
councils or county commissioners, without the people desiring an 
election. Late in the session, a move was made to legalize Sun- 
day movies, by permitting local people to vote on them. We will 
not go into the merits or demerits of Sunday movies. But several 
legislators who said they did not understand the broad meaning 
of home rule took the floor to urge Sunday movie elections— 
saying “There has been a lot of talk about home rule this session; 
now THIS is HOME RULE.” And they beamed expansively. 
Brooke, the most sincere home rule advocate in the general assem- 
bly, rushed to the microphone and lashed out at these newly-con- 
verted home rule*champions. He observed that legislators who 
refused to permit the local people to initiate elections on general 
governmental questions were trying to hand the people the meager 
right to decide on one little entertainment question and call it 
“home rule.” Of course, the Sunday movie bill as presented did 
provide for home rule—but merely home rule on that one issue, 
It did not answer the big home rule question. Brooke, incidentally, 
said he was elected to the legislature—‘‘for my first and last 
term’—purely to pass a piece of local legislation that his people 
had wanted for four years, but which they were unable to get their 
former legislator to introduce. 

The new constitution includes some major home rule provisions, 
such as liberalizing bond elections for local governments, permit- 
ting local governments to do their own zoning without a statewide 
vote, and preventing the general assembly legislating a local elec- 
tive official out of office. The home rule section of the new con- 
stitution says the legislature shall offer optional systems of home 
rule to the cities and counties. Gov. Arnall said he may call the 
legislature into special session in August to draw up these plans.

day. Then ‘they’re just plumb 
worn out. It takes some of them 
two or three days to get to feel- 
ing normal after a mission, 


2—The climate, warm and ener- 
vating, seems to make you sleepy 
all the time. I’ve found it doubly 
hard to write my column out 
here, because I just can’t stay 
awake, 


3—There’s really nothing else 
to do except lie on your cot. Com- 
bat crews have few duties be- 
tween missions. And since there 
is no amusement or diversion out 
on these islands, except home- 
made ones, they just lie and talk 
and lie some more. 


The result of it all is that you 
just get lazier than sin, As one 
pilot said: “I’ve got so lazy I’ll 
never be worth a damn the rest 
of my life.” 

It’s one of the phases of isola- 
tion. It’s what leads to “island 
neurosis,” or to going “pineapple 
crazy.” Troop commanders know 
the importance of keeping their 
men busy to overcome this, but 
it’s difficult to do that with com- 
bat crewmen. 


But new classes have been or- 
ganized, and the fliers have to go 
to school part of each day. Those 
who are especially good are get- 
ting further intensive training as 
“lead crews” and they’ go to 
school from morning till night. 


Endless talk and argument go 
on in every tent and quonset hut. 
They can argue about the damn- 
edst things. One afternoon sev: 
eral pilots go into an argument 
over whether or not you do every- 
thing in reverse when you're fly- 
ing upside down. They were all 
veteran fliers, and yet they split 
about 50-50 on whether you do or 
not. 


Another day they got to argu- 
ing about what causes planes to 
leave vapor trails behind- them at 
high altitudes. I had always 
thought it was the heat from the 
exhaust stacks condensing the 
moisture at certain temperatures. 
But one pilot said no, it was mois- 
ture being whirled off the tips of 
the propellers, That started a long 
discussion in which nobody won.

Bretton Woods Plan

The association has laid its rec: | 


Ommendations, drafted by a spe- 
cial committee, before congress 
which is beginning to consider 
this vital program in hearings of 
the House Banking Committee. 
The recommendations call for 
modifications in the proposed in- 
ternational bank for reconstruc- 
tion and development, and for 
elimination of the second agency, 
the international monetary fund. 
The association committee advo- 
cates that some features of the 
monetary fund, which is to assist 
in stabilization of currencies, be 
embodied in the bank. 


Because of the importance of 
the plans for economic rehabilita- 
tion of war-devastated countries 
and fo. restoration of trade in 
peacetime, which were formulated 
by representatives of 44 nations 
at Bretton Woods, N. H., last July, 
and because of the influence of 
the American Bankers Associa- 
tion, it is pertinent to inquire into 
the attitude of the association and 
how it was developed. 

In the first place, the American 
Bankers Association, as a body, 
has never passed upon the Bretton 
Woods proposals. 

At its annual convention, last 
September, it delegated a commit- 
tee to state its position, the so- 
called administrative committee, 
of which the chairman is W. Ran- 
dolph Burgess, vice chairman of 
the Board of National City Bank, 
N. Y., and president of the Amer- 
ican bankers. This committee ap- 
proved recommendations to con- 
gress proposed by three other 
committees of the association. 

These recommendations have 
not been resubmitted to the as- 
sociation as a whole, which has 
some 14,000 members. 

Furthermore, an examination of 
the personnel of these committees 
shows the presence of the big net- 
work city banks, including those 


| 
engaged in international finance | 
which, if the American Bankers | 
Association operates like other | 
such groups, would be a predom- | 
inating influence, especially in| 
matters of international finance. | 
There are evidences of this influ- | 
ence. 
It is also interesting and signifi- 
cant that this same group of bank- | 
ers first approved of the fund and | 
opposed the bank.

Can Russia 
Be Trusted? 


By GEORGE GALLUP,

Opinion. 
PRINCETON, N. J.—One im- 
portant aftermath of recent war 
developments and peace planning 
has been a marked increase in 
public confidence in Russia’s post- 
war intentions. 

For more than a year before 
conference, Institute 


while about one-half of the na- 
tion’s voters felt Russia could be 
trusted to co-operate with us after 
the war, the other half were either 
skeptical of her intentions or un- 
decided about them. 

Now a new survey, completed 
in late February, indicates that 
the deadlock in opinion concern- 
ing the Soviets has apparently 
been broken, with a notable up- 
swing in friendliness toward Rus- 
sia as a postwar ally. This in- 
creased confidence in Russia is 
found in all levels of society. 

It is shown, on a nation-wide 
basis, in the replies to the follow- 
ing question: 

“Do you think Russia can be 
trusted to co-operate with us after 
the war?” 

The change that has taken place 
recently is demonstrated in these

Although it might be assumed 
that confidence in Russia would 
be greatest in the lower economic 
levels which include a large per- 
centage of workers, actually this 
is not the case. The survey shows 
that the greatest sympathy toward 


| Russia is found in the upper lev- 


els, particularly among people who 
nave had ae college’ education, 
whereas people who have been no 
farther than grade school, or have 
had no schooling at all, tend to 
be the most suspicious of the So- 
viets. 

In all levels, however, there has 
been an increase in confidence as 
compared to last year. The pres- 
ent divisions of sentiment, accord- 
ing to degree of schooling, are 
shown by the poll as follows:

Gypsy Girl Musician 


‘Inspired Kapell To Study 


By MARGUERITE BARTHOLOMEW 


William Kapell, one of the 


most outstanding talents among 


the younger generation of pianists, will make his debut in Atlanta 
Wednesdaw night at the Erlanger theater, at 8:30, under the auspices 
of the Atlanta Music Club, as final attraction on its Membership 


series. 

Kapell, who is just 22; was born 
end reared in New York city. His 
heritage is unique and colorful. 
' His father, of Russian and Span- 
ish descent, ran away to sea at 
15 and cruised to far-flung ports 
until, on one memorable voyage, 
he met a young Polish girl, New 
York-bound with her parents. The 
sea suddenly lost its savor. He 
gave up his roving life to marry 
and settle down on New York’s 
upper east side as proprietor of 
an exclusive little book and sta- 
tionery shop. 

Here Willy Kapell grew up. 
Typical of most children, piano 
lessons were a part of his educa- 
tional routine along with the three 
R's, but there was nothing in ei- 
ther his interest or progress that 
marked him as a prodigy. 

Then, at the age of 10, came the 
turning point. The Kapells were 
vacationing at a near-by seaside 
resort and in a neighboring cot- 
tage Willy found a playmate, a 
little girl of gypsy origin, whose 
piano playing amazed him. He lis- 
tened in awe and wonder as her 
nimble fingers sped through Bach 
inventions, Haydn and Mozart 
sonatas or Beethoven variations. 
It was a revelation and it opened 
a new world to him. The games 
on the beach lost their attraction; 
he would coax her to the piano 
instead. 

And one day, overcome by frus- 
tration, he stormed back to his 
mother’s cottage, gathered up his 
own music, which had never in- 
cluded Bach or Mozart or Beetho- 
van, and to his mother’s utter 
estonishment, he hurled it to the 
floor and trampled it underfoot, 
exclaiming in tearful resentment, 
“I hate it, I hate itl” 

A NEW TEACHER 

As a result of that temperamen- 
tal outburst, he was placed under 
the intelligent guidance of Doro- 


thea Anderson La Follette, his lit- 


tle friend’s teacher, who had her 
own music school in New York 
end also taught at the. Yorkville 
settlement. 

From that moment on music be- 
came his paramount interest. Two 
years later Mrs. La Follette went 


home to California for the sum- 
mer and William and his mother 
followed by bus, so there would 
be no break in the lessons. While 
there he gave several recitals— 
at the hotel in La Jolla and in 
rivate homes—and earned $60. 

o the fledgling virtuoso this 
seemed a fortune. 

Back in New York he worked 
intensively under Mrs. La Follette 
until, at 16, during his senior year 
at the Columbia grammar school 
where he had been given a full 
tuition scholarship, he tried out 
for a scholarship at the Philadel- 
phia Conservatory and won a 
year’s study under Mme.

Immediately Hitler came to pow- 
er, all religious instruction in 
German schools was stopped at 
once. 

In Georgia’s public schools in- 
struction is given boys and girls 
as to Mars, Confucius, Buddha and 
Nero: but nothing is taught about 
Jehovah and Paul. The life of 
Mohammed is studied, but noth- 
ing said about the Man of Galilee. 
The question has been asked, 
“Why is God not welcome in our 
schools?”

Central Presbyterian church, 
under the leadership of Elder 
John Ashley Jones, has recently 
raised a fund of $25,000 for im- 
provements in the church sanctu- 
ary, following the war; and North 
Avenue Presbyterian church, Dr.

It is not so, what we said about 
Capt. Duncan McLain being in 
BAYNARD KENDRICK’S “Death 
Knell,” the blind detective being 
the first of this sort in fiction, Lee 
Wright, who edits the Inner Sanc- 
tum. Mysteries and knows practi- 
cally everything, sets us right by 
saying “The first and most famous 
of blind detectives is Max Carra- 
dos, created by Ernest Bramah, 
whom you may know better as 
the author of Kai Lung. He wrote 
the first of these Carados stories 
about 20 years ago. ... They are 
among the classics of the detective 
story genre . . . Bramah, himself, 
died about a year ago and was 
more mysterious than any charac: 
ter or story he ever wrote about. 
He lived in London, a complete 
recluse, never appeared at a pub- 
lic function; in fact, never seemed 
to have appeared at all.” 


For the benefit of mystery fans, 
of which the world seems to be 
full, here are some more bits about 
Bramah, He was 73 when he died 
in the summer of 1942 after writ- 
ing best sellers—more than 20 of 
them—for the 42 years of his ca- 
reer. He insisted on privacy to 
the extent that even in “Who’s 
Who” he limited his report to list- 
ing the titles of his books. ... 


‘| Smith was really his last name, 


but he never used it as a writer. 
. . . Quite an extraordinary book 
of his was published in 1925 called 
“THE SPECIMEN CASE.” It was 
his selection from the things he 
had written representing his de- 
sire to have to his credit an ex- 
ample of every kind of “literary 
exercise.” By his own words it 
included “an historical romance; a 
psychological study; a ‘shilling 
shocker’; an intensely pathetic 
book; an epic; something quite 
unlike anything that has ever been 
written before; a classic; a best 
seller; a novel showing my inti- 
mate knowledge of the world; 
women and sin in general; one 
of each kind of play; and, if I 
may drop my voice—a Punch 
joke: a prize tid-bit and a family 
Herald Supplement.” 


Since Bramah’s style was dis 
tinguished, he probably could se- 
lect a classic from his work. And 
since he speaks of the world so 
specifically, he must have taken 
a very keep part in it before his 
writing ‘life began. However, as 
true stories often are, that is an 
unsolved mystery. 


A few weeks ago we mentioned 
STEFAN HEYM who wrote “This 
Smiling Peace,” as an example 
of gifted people being unable to 
escape their talent for writing— 
that no matter how difficult, they 
must and do write. This brought 
a letter from MARIKA HELL- 
STROM who used to be on a 
magazine staff in New York, 
where Heym called to sell print- 
ing. It was one of the means he 
used to live while income from 
writing could be achieved.

They’ve lived together in 
a small frame house for six years 
and they don’t think now’s any 
time to start dragging women into 
their lives. 

Fitzgerald and Tallion cook 
their own meals, wash their own 
dishes and keep house in typical 
bachelor style. All a lady would 
do is start to clean it up and then 
things would be in a mess. 

Well, said the press agent, could 
he just talk him into taking a lady 
with him to the Academy Award 
presentations? Think of the pub- 
licity, he argued.

Four Payne Brothers 
Ex-Smithies, All Dead 


By CHARLIE ROBERTS, 

The gods of war played one of their most foul tricks when they 
took the life of Lt. Col. Holmes Payne, former Georgia Tech and 
Tech High basketball star, on Dec. 22 on a flight from England to 
Holland presumably, because it wrote “finis’” to the final chapter of 
how four brother athletes met premature deaths. 


The four sons of a widowed 
mother, Mrs. Lula Keith Payne, 
who still resides at 997 Highland 
view, N, E., all were brilliant ath- 
letes at Tech High school, and al- 
though the oldest boy would be 
only 40 years old if he were living 
now, all four already have gone 
with the grim reaper, each in a 
very tragic way. 


Ed Payne III, born in 1905, was 
the eldest of the brothers. He went 
to Tech High when he was only 16 
and made the varsity football elev- 
en his first year, playing with the 
greatest Smithie team of them all, 
the 1924 aggregation which includ- 
ed Stumpy Thomason, Bob Ran- 
dolph, Coot Watkins, et al. Ed later 
joined the Atlanta police force and 
died under tragic circumstances 
following an operation in 1927. 

The other three boys, Keith, 
born in 1909; Holmes, born in 1910, 
and James, born in 1913, all went 
to Bass Junior and Tech High, and 
Holmes graduated at Georgia Tech 
in 1934 while James spent two 
years at the Flats. 

James, one of the most brilliant 
flankmen ever to play high school 
ball in the state, was named an 
All-Southern end while at Tech 
High, and Gabe Tolbert, his coach, 
thought he would have made one 
of the greatest ends of all time in 
college had he not succumbed to 
a throat infection while still in 
Smithieville in 1930. 

Keith, who was a_ basketball 
star at Tech High, left Georgia 
Tech after two years and later 
went to Kelly Field, where he was 
graduated as an Army flier in 
1933. A plane crash in 1936 snuffed 
out his life. 

Holmes was a basketball star of 
purest ray serene at Tech High 


and later at Georgia Tech, from 
whence he graduated in 1934. He 
was a member of Phi Kappa Tau

and Scabbard and Blade. He was 
commissioned a first lieutenant in 
the Army in 1940 and swiftly rose 
to the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
He fought in Europe and into Hol- 
land, from where he returned to 
London on military business. His 
last letter to his mother was writ- 
ten from there on Dec, 21, 1944. It 
said he expected he would get to 
stay in England until after Christ- 
mas. He was killed the following 
day. | 

It would seem most fitting to us 
if a group of old Smithies would 
get together and plan a sports me- 
morial of some kind, an annually 
awarded trophy, perhaps, in honor 
of the four Payne boys who were 
the type that so exemplified the 
finer side of the American sport- 
ing picture,

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RECALLING THE OLD STARS 


Cantey Alexander 
Returns to Atlanta 


By JACK TROY, 
Constitution Sports Editor. 


The greatest man in an emergency football ever produced came 
from the little country town of Oswitchee, Ala., and played at 
Georgia Tech. His name is James Cantey Alexander. Cantey and 
Everett Strupper were reared together in Columbus, Ga., and they 
played together at Tech. 

It was largely due to an appeal Coach John Heisman made to 
the Tech -student body that Alexander, six-foot-three, reported for 
football. He had played very little high school football. But when 
Alexander went to Tech in ’13 there weren’t many of the old men 
back for the team. Heisman appealed to all students having any 
size or weight to come out for the squad. 

TOP TROUBLE-SHOOTER 

Thus began a most unusual career. 
Tech’s top “trouble-shooter” of all time, the greatest man in an 
emergency the game has ever produced and a favorite of his 
teammates. He was one of the most genteel of athletes until once 
aroused, and then there was no way to handle him. He stopped all 
drives aimed at his tackle position. 

Georgia first discovered the futility of trying to run over Alex- 
ander. It was in the me of 1915 when Tech and Georgia battled 

to a punishing scoreless tie on 
a rainswept field. 


Georgia’s Neville, behind a 
hammering Georgia line, work- 
ed the ball down to Tech’s 10, 
Coach Heisman in this emer- 
gency called on Cantey Alexan- 
der, described as “a giant, ter- 
ribly clumsy, but possessed of a 
demoniacal football ferocity 
that a man has to be born to.” 


Reports say that “Alexander 
entered the fray with his arms 
waving, his eyes glaring and his 
voice shouting defiance, deter- 
mined to stop Georgia at any 
cost. Four times Neville was 
thrust straight at him and four 
times Cantey hurled Neville 
back. The day was saved for 
Tech.” 


SAVED IT AGAIN 

Alexander also saved the 
game for Tech the next season, 
his last. At a crucial point 
Froggy Morrison punted straight 
up in the air and Georgia took 
the ball on Tech’s five, first and 
goal. Heisman, as usual, sent 
Alexander into the game. Geor- 
gia aimed four plays at him and 
the ball went over, and so did 
the football game. 


RS a Tech and Washington and 
CANTEY ALEXANDER Lee battled to a 7-7 tie in 1915, 
Tech’s Trouble-Shooter and Alexander was rushed in at 
tackle to halt a furious General 

attack. The story of the game said it seemed Tech had nobody 
that could stop the attack. But in the game in the pinch rushed 
Alexander, and four General plays bounced against a stone wall. 

There’s never been a player like Cantey Alexander, 

He went up to Coach Heisman at the start of his final season 
(1916) and said, “I’d like to be a regular if I can.” 

“You’re more valuable as you are,” Coach Heisman replied. 

But Alexander did start many of the 1916 games. “I recall that 
I used to drink gallons of water to boost my weight,” Alexander 
said the other day. 

He had almost forgotten that he scored against Cumberland. 
He remembered how his mates had tricked him in a game against 
Mercer. They called him back to carry the ball and then let the 
Mercer team through. 

FINALLY GOT ACROSS. 

Against Cumberland, late in the game, Alexander was given 
another chance. And again the Jackets let the opposing linemen 
through. But on the last try they gave him support and Alexander 
scored, 

One highlight stands out from the W. and L. tie. Cantey was 
going to see a girl in Roanoke. And the captain of the W. and L. 
team also was going to see her. 

“He didn’t make the trip to Atlanta, being injured, but he 
must have tipped off those other Generals to get Alexander. I 
never had a rougher afternoon. A cousin of mine who had never 
seen me was sitting in a box. She spoke proudly of having a rela- 
tive on the team. They finally took me out of the game and as I 
limped to the bench, blood caked on my face, she asked a companion 
who that ‘horrid-looking man is.’ 

“*That’s your cousin,’ he replied.” 

Cantey Alexander is now a resident of Atlanta. He was trans- 
ferred from South Carolina by his company—Corn Products Sales.

Let’s Live Again 


BY BETSEY BARTON 


WAS talking the other day to a news- 
l paper reporter who had visited many 
of the wounded men newly arrived at 
Halloran Hospital from overseas. 

She said: ‘““The thing that struck me 
most about these men was their indiffer- 
ence. They don’t seem to have any inter- 
est in things. They lie in their beds or 
sit in their wheel chairs with dead ex- 
pressions.” 

I knew what she meant. The wounded 
men who come back to us may seem In- 
different and cold. But it is because they 
have been badly hurt. By their very in- 
difference they are shielding themselves, 
protecting themselves from further hurt. 

Their bodies have had blows, and they 
survived. But now come the more subtle 
blows —- the blows given by the eyes of 
wives and families as they look at them 
for the first time. The tearing of whispers 
as they venture out into the street for 
the first time-on crutches or wooden legs. 
And the rasping hurt of careless hurried 
mistakes made because of their infirmities. 
These men are trying not to feel because 
they have felt too much. 

Not to feel. Not to suffer any more. 
Not to hurt. How many times we long to 
be anesthetized as we go through life. 
How many times we try to cut off our 
feeling, just as the wounded men are doing 
now — cut it off, kill it out. 
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I remember when I had been badly 
hurt for a second time in an automobile 
accident. I tried the same trick uncon- 
sciously, the trick of not feeling. I did not 
realize | was doing it-at the time, but I 
shut out all new feeling, withdrew into 
myself, stopped all thought and specula- 
tion. My legs had been killed, I thought, 
and in order not to know this, not to face 
it, I killed my heart. ; 

My parents would not stand for this 
murder, however. In all the subtle and 
gentle ways that those who love us can 
command, they lured me out into life. 
They aroused my interest in things, in 
doing, in wanting. They made me care 
again. 


For we have to feel and feel deeply if we 
would grow. And growth is the purpose 
of life. Growth in awareness, in under- 
standing, and in compassion. Life demands 
that we advance into greater depths of 
feeling, opening ourselves constantly to 
new hurts. Feeling for ourselves first, and 
then for our fellow men; and finally, in 
those who are courageous enough, feeling 
for all who live. ° 

The only insurance against our growing 
old and bitter, against our finding life dull 
and tedious, is to push on no matter how 
much effort 1t takes or how much it hurts 

daring to feel, daring to live.

66 BSN'T it awful?” said an acquaintance of 

| mine, the other day. ‘‘Soldiers holding 
people up, robbing banks, breaking into 
apartments. And this scandalous black mar- 
ket business in France! Our own men hi- 
jacking gasoline needed at the front. I should 
think it would keep you FBI people lying 
awake nights, worrying about what’s going 
to happen when all these soldiers are let loose 
on the country after the war.” 

Yes, we have had a lot of unpleasant news 
of that sort, lately. Naturally it disturbs us 
— all of us. But let’s get things in perspec- 
tive. When we do, we shall see that soldier 
crime is much less frightening than some 
things happening here among civilians. 


Soldiers Make News 


Or course, when soldiers go berserk, they 
usually make news. Last November, an Army 
flyer named Robert G. Kaslow made head- 
lines all over the country when he escaped 
from the guard house at Craig Field, Ala., 
stole a training plane, and flew away. Near 
New Orleans he parachuted to the ground, 
letting the plane crash. : 

He is now serving a long term in prison 
for theft of the airplane, in addition to terms 
for forgery, larceny, assault, intent to mur- 
der, and desertion. But the significant fact 
is that he had already been found guilty of 
these latter offenses by an Army court-martial 
and sentenced to 30 years before he stole 
the plane and tried to escape. He was just a 
potential criminal who happened to be in the 
Army. 

Naturally, you can’t induct a whole seg- 
ment of the population into the armed forces 
without getting some who are criminally 
inclined. The important question is: Are the 
armed services creating criminals? 


Taught to Kill 


Recent Ly, the estranged wife of an Army 
private complained in a New York court that 
her soldier-husband had threatened her with 
a knife. “I’m going to kill you,” she quoted 
him as saying: “I’m going to put a knife in 
you and twist it. The Army taught me that.” 

“The Army taught me that...” 

Well, the Army does teach men to kill, of 
course. It teaches them not only how to 
twist a knife, but how to deal out death with 
rifles, machine guns, grenades and even with 
their naked hands. Killing is the business 
of the Army, and several millions of our 
young men have become experts at it. 

FBI men are experts at it, too. We have 
to be, just as the Army must be. In fact, the 
FBI and marines have joined in developing 
the techniques used in commando fighting. 
But no FBI man has ever been arrested for a 
crime of violence. 

Think of it, for a moment, in terms of 
your Own man in the service — that son or 
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CRIMINALS :

brother, or the boy from next door. Do you 
think. he likes killing? You know, of course, 
that he hates it, inside his heart. He does it 
because this is war, and war is self-preserva- 
tion. He does it so he can come home and live 
in the kind of a society in which the need of 
killing and the fear of it will be no more. It is 
downright slander to talk of him as a menace. 
He has been taught the art of killing, yes; 
but he has also been taught discipline and 
patriotism. He is going to come out of the 
service a better, deeper citizen than when he 
went in. The more violence he sees, the more 
he values an orderly society. You have re- 
ceived letters which make that clear. 


Others Are Exceptions 


He represents the Army and Navy. . 


Those other men are the exceptions. They 
would have been criminals under any other 
circumstances — and probably more active 
ones because of greater opportunity. 

Those who become criminals after they are 
in uniform get prompt and drastic punish- 
ment from the military authorities. Although 
I have no satisfactory statistics, I know that 
the number of cases, in proportion to the 
whole number of men and women in the armed 
services, has been remarkably small. Even 
the hundreds of arrests in France in the 
black-market scandal, disturbing as 
they are, are few, considering that our 
forces there number in the millions. 

Some of those exceptions are going to give 
the law-enforcement agencies trouble after 
the war. We know that, and are taking it 
into account. We know that some veterans 
of World War I became notorious criminals, 
such as Roger Touhy and Eddie Bentz. 

Yet the majority of the well-known crimi-

nals of the ’20’s were not veterans, but men 
who got started in crime during the war as 
juvenile delinquents here on the homefront. 

John Dillinger, a teen-age youth at the 
time of the war, had gone from the farm to 
Indianapolis and was getting accustomed to 
big money and the tawdry thrills it would 
buy. Alvin Karpis was a youngster who was 
stealing bicycles. Fred and Arthur Barker 
were young men courting trouble with the 
law in Oklahoma. Pretty Boy Floyd, just 
under age for the Army, was serving his 
apprenticeship in robbery. 

It is all too plain that the same stage is 
being set all over again. In 1943, robbery by 
youths under military age was up 40 per cent 
over the period of 1939 to 1941. Assault was 
up nearly 43 per cent; drunkenness and driv- 
ing while intoxicated, up 115 per cent. Among 
girls under 18, the figures are even more 
startling: more than 300 per cent increases 
in disorderly conduct and some other cate- 
gories; a total increase, in all offenses, of 
nearly 175 per cent. 


Postwar Crime Wave 


WE Face the possibility, even the proba- 
bility, of a postwar crime wave. In fact, we 
already have the makings of an ugly crime 
wave. But it is not primarily a soldier crime 


‘wave; it is a crime wave of the soldiers’ 


younger brothers and sisters. 

The Army and Navy do not make crimi- 
nals, although there are some in the Army 
and Navy. But we are making criminals here 
at home — by neglect and thoughtlessness. 

Let’s not lie awake nights worrying about 
the postwar menace of our fighting men. 
There is entirely too much that we need to 
do here and now. . The End

She's in the market for a maid, finds full-time help is out 


Does that mean you'll have 
to do your own housework for 
the rest of your life? This 
writer gives you the answer

GOT off the train in Key City, and went 

directly to the home of my friends, the 
Slocums. Key City is THIS WEEK’s name for 
a typical, war-booming big town. I was there 
for a good look at the so-called “servant 
problem.” Ted and Penelope Slocum were 
expecting me, and dinner was waiting. 

“Cooked by my own fair hands,’’ Penny 
crowed. 

“Yeah,”” said Ted. ‘“‘And you can help us 
do the dishes. No work, no grub.”’ Then his 
grin faded. ‘It’s terrible; no kidding. Penny 
works all day in that office downtown, then 
has to come home and do all the housework, 
except for what help the kids and I give her. 
It will certainly be a relief when the war is 
over, and we can get a maid again.” 


The Vanishing American 


By tue time I left Key City, several days 
later, I knew that the Slocums were due to be 
disillusioned. So is anybody else who dreams 
that the war plants are going to disgorge 
bevies of Perfect Jewels, ready and eager to 
return to the kitchen and work from dawn 
until late at night for the low wages we used 
to pay them, plus “‘keep.”’ 

The old-fashioned domestic servant is 
becoming a vanishing American, not 
just for the duration, but for keeps. We 
are moving, however, toward something new, 
perhaps better. We are going to have special- 
ists, not slaveys; service, not servants. 

Here is the picture as I saw it shaping up 
in Key City: 

1. Full-time, live-in servants are going to 
keep right on getting scarcer. Only the rich 
will be able to afford them. 

2. Highly skilled, efficient houseworkers 
will be available, after the war, to work regu- 


lar schedules — if we are willing and able to 
accept their job standards, which will be high. 

3. Meantime, more and more household 
work will be done by specialists, sent out by 
business organizations. Central kitchens will 
cook our meals. Dish-washing services will 
take away dirty dishes, bring them back 
clean. Special service organizations will take 
telephone orders for anything from making 
beds and mopping floors to handling all the 
details of a dinner party. 

Let’s go back to Point 1. At the YWCA, 
I talked with enough former houseworkers 
to find out where they stand. They don’t in- 
tend to go back as old-fashioned servants. 
They don’t like the idea of being servants, 
and they don’t like the hours and wages. 


Work Less, Earn More 


A CAPABLE-LOOKING, middle-aged woman 
told me she used to work 60 hours a week as 
a cook; now she was working 44 hours a week 


in a factory, and getting nine dollars more a 


week for it. A younger woman said she had 
worked 72 hours as a aaid; she worked 40 
hours now, and her wages were doubled. 

Said a studious-looking girl in bone-rimmed 
glasses: ‘When I was a houseworker, I had to 
know how to cook, sew, do delicate launder- 
ing, dress hair, mend furniture, take care of 
children scientifically, and operate a dozen 
modern mechanical appliances. Now I work 
in a factory, and all I do is sit and push a 
lever. But as a houseworker, I was a nobody; 
now, because I work in a factory, I’m a re- 
spected citizen.” 

The YWCA secretary handed me a clip- 
ping. “‘I think this is the way many of the 
girls feel,’’ she said. 

The clipping was a report of the speech 
at the New York Herald Tribune Forum by 
Miss Elsa Graves, chairman of the National 
Industrial Council of the YWCA, a former 
housemaid now operating a 20-ton crane in a 
steel plant. “I, for one,’ it quoted Miss 
Graves as saying, ‘““‘would enjoy doing house- 
work again — providing I could live as I do 
now. I wouldn’t mind a split shift, four hours 
in the morning and four hours tn the evening. 
During those hours you could get breakfast, 


wash dishes, do some cleaning. When you 
went back in the afternoon, you could pre- 
pare dinner, serve it, wash the dishes — and 
still ‘have time left to live your own life in 
your own apartment.” 

“Of course,”” said the girl with the bone- 
rimmed glasses, “‘that’s if wages are high 
enough so you can have your own apartment 
and live your own life. It means putting 
household jobs on a par with jobs in factories 
or offices — nothing less.”’ 

Next day, at the United States Employ- 
ment Service office, I talked with more than 
20 women who had already returned to house- 
hold employment after a try at factory work. 
Most were unskilled workers who found they 
didn’t have as much at the end of the week as 
they could save doing housework. 


No Live-In Workers 


But not a single one of them was willing to 
take a full-time, live-in job; they went out 
by the day only, for a limited number of 
hours, and, of course, at much higher pay 
than they used to get. In fact, the office didn’t 
even accept applications for live-in workers; 
none were available. 

“But look,”’ I said to one of these women. 
“Suppose you don’t have any choice about it, 
after the war. Suppose it’s a full-time, live-in 
job or nothing?” . 

‘“‘Mister,”’ she said, “if things get that 
tough, who’ll have money to hire me?”’ 

Later I talked to a university professor 
who had made a study of household employ- 
ment. “Of course,”” he said, ‘a bang-up de- 
pression might drive some people unwillingly 
into drudge domestic jobs. 

‘But that wouldn’t solve anything 
for long. Even if we could afford to hire 
them, they would be misfits. 

“That happened in the last depression 
thousands of women out of work, willing to 
work in homes, but only a small percentage 
of them fitted for the jobs. People hired them, 
then fired them, or they quit.”’ 

At the professor’s suggestion, I dropped in 
to see the head of the domestic-science de- 
partment of the city’s schools. She took me 
into a laboratory where a class of girls were 
busy with electric stoves, electric mixers, 
electric ironers and other modern gadgets. 

‘It takes as much training to do a-good job 
in a modern home as it does in an office or 
factory,’’ she pointed out. 

“‘We believe that as more women learn to 
understand and appreciate household skills, 
the well-trained houseworker will be more 
highly respected; and girls will study to be- 
come houseworkers.”’ 


Study To Be Experts 


A Civic Cxus leader told me of one way in 
which such skilled workers might operate in 
the postwar community. Her club arranged 
for some domestic-science experts to give a 
training course. Housewives learned to organ- 
ize their work better. And a few single women, 
after completing the course, took regular jobs 
in the homes of members, with contracts 
specifying maximum hours, minimum pay. 

“For instance,’’ said my informant, “I 
found that by reorganizing my work, I didn’t 
need a full-time maid; so a girl who was par- 
ticularly good at cleaning came in twice a 
week: another, who was a good cook, came 
five nights a week just to cook dinner, serve 
and do the dishes; and I arranged for a nurse- 
maid to take care of my little girl.’”’ 

I looked up the A-1 Housekeeping Service. 


It was just a small office, and an elderly wom- 
an was saying into the telephone, “‘Monday 
through Friday. We'll be sure to have some- 
one there.”’ 

There was housework being handled as a 
business, by specialists. “‘We employ twenty- 
one women,” she told me. “After the war, we 
expect to expand by leaps and bounds. But 
we insist on thoroughly trained housework- 
ers of a high enough caliber to be bonded. 
They work standard industrial hours, get 
wages comparable to those paid in industry, 
and, of course, come under social security. 
They go mostly on standing orders.”’ 

So this is the way we*are moving: Special 
services will take care of cleaning houses, 
answering the telephone, watching the young- 
sters, supplying complete meals. 7

This strange business caters to 


people’s vanity and enterprise 


SOCIALITE soldier about to go overseas was 
making himself sick with a ticklish problem. 
He couldn't go over without knowing what his wife 
was doing while he was gone. He was ashamed of his 
doubts, but they were there, and what was he going 
to do about them’ Somebody suggested a press 
clipping bureau. Every week he got clippings from 
society pages and Broadway columns. He was over- 
joyed to find his wife was leading an innocent life. 
Press-clipping bureaus have made a several-million- 
dollar business out of proving that the man who said 
that nothing is deader than yesterday’s newspaper 
was all wrong. Today a dozen large and several dozen 
small bureaus are flourishing. Their fees average about 
eight cents a clipping. If you're an actress, they'll mail 
your sour notices or if you're a politician, they'll let 
you see how “The Squedunk Daily” regards your 
latest unselfish effort in behalf of the people. 


Bureaus Pay Off 


Many a business owes its success to the work of the 
bureaus. A man who makes pick-proof locks gets his 
prospective customers from news items about burg- 
laries furnished by a clipping bureau. Simuarly, a 
firm making check protectors follows up cases of 
check-raising, and a tombstone maker gets obituaries. 

Cartoonists and columnists often use clippings of 
their own work to check their syndicates. Business 
firms check the advertising of their competitors to 
see how much and what they're doing. Even men 
going overseas subscribe for clippings of their 
favorite daily newspaper comics. 

A typical large bureau reads 5,000 daily newspapers, 
75 per cent of all the weeklies, 2,000 magazines and 
journals. It spends $50,000 a year for publications. 

Dozens of girl readers flip through the pages. 
Marked papers go to cutters who slash them with 
razor knives, then paste each clipping on a heading 
slip, and send it along to sorters for classification. 
Mailers get the clips and shoot them out to clients. 


Men Don’t Like It 


It TAKES about three months to break in a reader. 
She’s usually a high-school graduate with a photo- 
graphic memory. Men get bored too quickly, college 
girls are too bright to remain .content. Each girl- 
reader has to remember 3,000 names and subjects. 
A good one can hold onto 8,000. 

Sometimes the girls make mistakes. A story headed 
**PARI-MUTUELS MILK GAMBLERS AT RACE TRACK”” has 
been known to go to a firm which wants all news about 
milk. A man named ‘*‘*Levy”’ has received stories 
headed **Tax Levy.”’ But that type is rare. Accu- 
racy averages above 95 per cent. 

Clients may get any number of clips. A million for 
a political party isn’t unusual. One of the all-time 
individual highs went to Lindbergh in 1927 in a box- 
car. Twenty thousand went abroad on the Duke of 
Windsor-Wallis Simpson marriage. And when the 
King and Queen came over for the World's Fair they 
received 25,000. 

But the bureaus emphasize that they don’t sell 
clippings, they sell service. As the perfect example, 
they point to one client who subscribed and after 
three months hadn't received a single clipping. .In- 
stead of being annoyed, he was delighted. “‘I had ex- 
pected,” he wrote, ‘“‘to be named co-respondent in a 
divorce action. No news is good news.”

I walked into a luxurious room entirely 
empty of applicants and was immediately 
granted an interview with a smartly-clad female 
executive. She handed me the usual questionnaire. 

(I wrote: college graduate, business course, one 
year studying advertising copy and layout, five years’ 
experience in the advertising department of a lead- 
ing national publication.) She asked where I had been 
for the last two years. I told her. 

You will find this hard to believe, but it’s true. She 
twirled her novelty wrist watch, looked out of the

window and said, “You must realize that while you've 
been overseas, the girls at home have been getting 
experience which makes them much more qualified 
for the salary you ask. I suggest you take a cut in 
salary, since your business value has slipped. In a year 
you may work up to where you were before.”’ 

I thought, ““This is actually happening! The sol- 
diers in Burma and India and China said it could, 
and they worried about it. We discussed the soldier's 
future employment status, his dbility to take up 
where he had left off — or, for the younger ones, to 
start out against experienced workers. 

So I wondered if this was a typical reception and 
if it was awaiting all those boys... ““Your value has 
slipped.”’ 

Good Reason to be Mad 


I LooKEp at the employment executive’s half-inch 
nails and smug face and was mad. Of what use those 
hands in making a fire from the rot of the jungle! 
Washing a thousand coffee cups each day in chlori- 
nated water! Tucking in the mosquito netting of a 
sick soldier. My business value had slipped doing that! 
And so when she consolingly said, “‘Don’t be dis- 
couraged,’"” my reply was, “I am discouraged — 
but not with myself. It’s with you and those like 
you who have something very important, very 
delicate to handle. Is this what awaits our re- 
turning servicemen? ‘Your value has slipped!’ If 
they get this reception now, when employment is 
booming, what are you going to say to them later on, 
when it isn’t?’’ 
The lady had no answer, and I left her office. A 
cold wind was blowing outside — and I still feel cold. 
Today they are the men of the First Army and the 
Third Army and the Fourteenth Air Force. Remem- 
ber, they’re fighting with grim determination now, 
and you like to hear that on the radio. Tomorrow they 
will be ex-soldiers looking for a job, and they won't 
lose that grim determination in fighting — not for a 
while. And America had better be prepared.

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Tomato sauce enhances the omelet 


These simple sauces 
will add rich flavor 


to everyday dishes... 


AGIC waits in those small cans 
M of soup labeled condensed. 
Double-thick, double-rich, these 
concentrates lend themselves to a 
multitude of saucy ideas for dress- 
ing up everyday dishes — and all 
in less time than it takes in the 
telling. That velvet-smooth tex- 
ture, that subtle-rich flavor is the 
work of skilled chefs. Make their 
art yours, by aid of the can opener 
— a quick twist of the wrist. 

Condensed soup families grow 
larger as a little more tin has been 
released to the makers. Old favor- 
ites return; new soups are being 
christened. All are inexpensive — 
cooking with soup is your pleasure 
again. A ready-made binder is the 
soup concentrate for fish and meat 
loaves, for the tidy croquette; a 
smooth sauce of subtle flavor to 
layer the casseroles, to add to pot 
pies. But the cooking job they do 
best is to short cut your time in 
the very important business of 
saucing. 


Tomato Sauce Variations 


Heat the contents of a tin of 
the condensed cream of tomato 
soup, undiluted, no additions 
please! Turn over a platter of 
humdrum hamburgers for hum- 
dinger eating. Let the same rosy 
sauce garland a proud puffy ome- 
let, or add cheer to the Friday 
fish cake. 

Melt three tablespoonfuls of 
grated cheddar into hot soup — 
a sauce for macaroni. 

Canadian cooks add a quarter 
of a teaspoon of basil to the con- 
tents of the soup can for a tomato 
herb sauce to enhance a baked 
pepper, rice stuffed. Creole cooks 
add chopped peppers and 
minced onion along with the 
basil—umm! what that does for 
a casserole of baked eggplant. 

Marvelous good this spicy 
tomato sauce over corned-beef 
hash, or the war-weary frank- 
furter: to the contents of one can 
of condensed tomato soup add two 


tablespoons of brown sugar, two 
teaspoons of vinegar, 4 teaspoon 
of ground cinnamon and \4 tea- 
spoon of cloves. Heat mixture 


bubbling hot. 


Mushroom Masterpieces 

Condensed cream of mushroom 
soup loaded with liquid richness 
gives velvet-smooth sauces of 
classic simplicity. Heat the con- 
centrate undiluted, and enrich 
with three tablespoons of a grated 
mild cheese. Add a half soup can 
of light cream. A delicate dressing 
for asparagus, cauliflower, broc- 
coli. Pour the same sauce over 
the rich gold of an omelet and 
garnish, if you like, with a few 
freshly grilled mushrooms. 

Join the mushroom with the 
egg for a sauce to spoon over 
wafiles or hot split and buttered 
biscuits. To one can of condensed 
mushroom soup add 44 cup light 
cream, one hard cooked egg, 
chopped, and 44 teaspoon grated 
lemon rind. Mix thoroughly and 
heat. 

A la king, the great mother sauce 
of the chicken dish family, can be 
made in a hurry by heating to- 
gether one can of condensed cream 
of mushroom soup with 44 cup of 
milk. Sauté % chopped green 
pepper in one teaspoon of butter, 
until just tender, then add to the 
soup. Cut one medium-sized pimi- 
ento in dainty-thin strips to toss 
in before the serving. Yield: por- 
tions for six. 


Good Gravy 


Good gravy, that’s what the 
men folks like. But the roasts are 
few. No matter, there’s gravy in 
the soup can. That sherry-flavored 
condensed mock-turtle soup, heat- 
ed with six tablespoons of water 
is a gravy of delicate importance 
to serve with meat loaves or ground 
beef baked 1n a pastry roll. 

Here’s creamy chicken gravy 
and not a chicken in sight! Strain 
one tin of condensed chicken soup, 
forcing through the strainer as 
much of the rice as possible. Melt 
two tablespoons of fat and blend 
with two tablespoons of flour and 
cook until frothy. Add to the hot 
soup with & cup of milk and cook 
until thickened.

But in Bogota, Colombia, |! 
saw Toreadora Conchita Cintron 
dispatch two furious bulls with 
apeed and grace. Because of her 
skillfal performance, the admiring 
crowd allowed her “to cut an ear” 

a signal honor. 

Sefiorita Cintron is a slight, ath- 
letic girl, 22 years old, five feet six 
inches tall, weighing about 110 
pounds. She is endowed with soft- 
flowing brown hair, a quick brilliant 
smile, complete self-confidence and 
a please-the-public personality. 


Killed 550 Bulls 


SHE’s a young lady you could bring 
to meet Mother or take to the 
senior prom. Although it might 
startle the relatives and friends 
to learn it, this gentle creature has 
expertly killed over 550 tough, 
vicious, mountain-bred bulls. 

Conchita was born in Chile of an 
American mother and a Peruvian 
father. Thus, in part, she is Uncle 
Sam’s latest contribution to the bull- 
ring since Sidney Franklin. 

This lady bullfighter goes her 
male competition one better. She 
uses the two styles of bullfighting: 


the Portuguese (Rejonear) on horse- 
back, or the more familiar Spanish 
method on foot.
